The  authors  suggest  that  the  disfavour  with  which  the  pre- 
sence of  phellandrene  is  regarded  in  oils  for  pharmaceutical 
purposes  is  scarcely  warranted.  If  the  presence  of  phellan- 
drene were  not  condemned,  E.  Risdoni  and,  to  a  lesser 
degree,  E.  linearis  would  be  very  suitable  as  sources  of 
commercial  eucalyptus  oil,  though'  the  official  standard  for 
specific  gravity  would  have  to  be  reduced  to  0.905  at  15°. 
The  E.  amygdalina  of  Tasmania  is  a  different  species  from 
the  tree  known  by  that  name  in  Australia,  and  E.  amygda- 
lina var.  Australiana  is  the  designation  proposed  for  the 
latter.  The  Tasmanian  amygdalina  oil  contains  much  less 
eucalyptol  and  more  phellandrene  than  the  Australian 
variety.  This  is  the  paper  referred  to  bv  Messrs.  Salamon 
and  Seaber  in  our  issue  of  Julv  26  (p.  130). 

Estimation  of  Phenol.  -E.  M.  Mumford  ("  Chem. 
News,"  May  30,  p.  253)  claims  that  the  followi  ng  method 
for  estimating  phenol  in  the  presence  of  comparatively 
large  amounts  of  organic  matter  is  sufficiently  accurate 
for  ordinary  purposes:  A  suitable  volume  of  the  phenol- 


containing  liquid  is  warmed  with  a  few  cubic  centimetres  of 
concentrated  sulphuric  acid  to  80°  or  90°  C. ;  if  this  tem- 
perature is  not  exceeded  or  maintained  for  more  than 
a  minute  there  is  no  loss  of  phenol,  while  this  time  is  fully 
sufficient  to  sulphonate  the  phenol  completely.  Nitrate  by 
running  in  a  volume  of  10  per  cent,  potassium-nitrate  solu- 
tion sufficient  to  oxidise  the  organic  matter  present.  The 
whole  is  then  warmed,  and  if  necessary  boiled,  to  destroy 
the  organic  matter,  the  liquid  becoming  straw-yellow  or 
white  in  colour.  Cool,  and  after  rendering  alkaline  with 
concentrated  ammonia,  match  the  colour  against  a  stan- 
dard solution  of  phenol-sulphonic  acid  which  has  been 
nitrated  and  made  alkaline  in  a  similar  manner.  The 
reaction  is  sensitive  enough  to  estimate  0,0001  gr.  phenol, 
a  and  /3-naphthols  and  salicylic  acid  may  be  estimated  in 
a  similar  manner.

II.  Retailing  Methods. 

ALESMANSHIP  is  most  often  of  a  poor  quality  in 
small  retail  businesses,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  it  reaches 
its  lowest  point  in  a  chemist's  shop.  There  are  brilliant 
exceptions,  but  they  do  not  affect  the  general  criticism. 
A  friend  of  mine,  a  busy  City  man,  tells  me  he  dislikes 
going  into  a  chemist's  shop.  The  tedious  waiting  while 
the  article  required  is  being  produced  "  gets  on  his 
nerves."  He  detailed  an  incident.  Being  in  a  hurry  one 
day,  he  walked  briskly  into  a  shop,  and  this  is  what 
happened  : 

"  I  want  a  stick  of  — ■ — 's  shaving-soap." 
Assistant :  "  Shaving-soap  ?  " 

Yes.  's  shaving-soap." 

Assistant:  "What  size  stick  do  you  want?" 
"Oh,  arc  there  two  sizes?    Give  me  a  small  one." 
Absence  of  assistant,  who  is  fumbling  in  a  drawer,  and 
finally  produces  the  article. 

The  assistant  returns  to  the  counter,  takes  out  a  piece  of 
white  demy,  which  he  thinks  is  too  large,  folds  a  piece  over 
and  tears  off  at  the  fold,  wraps  the  article  up,  seals  each  end 
as  carefully  as  though  it  were  required  to  go  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth,  meanwhile  saying  not.  a  word,  and  ignoring 
the  impatient  man's  outstretched  hand;  finally  rubs  his 
thumb-nail  up  the  fold,  and  hands  it  over. 

The  customer  produces  half-a-sovereign  in  payment,  and 
the  assistant,  finding  he  has  no  change,  disappears  again  to 
confer  with  someone  at  the  back  of  the  dispensing  counter. 
By  this  time  the  customer  is  irritated,  and,  as  soon  as  he 
can,  bustles  out  of  the  shop  with  a  mental  reservation  not 
to  re-enter  it. 

Now,  similar  scenes  are  enacted  in  our  shops  every 
day,  and  they  are.  wholly  out  of  accord  with  modern 
methods.  Customers  do  not  want  their  original  inquiry 
lepeated  after  them;  they  require  a  quick,  appreciative 
service.  As  a  rule  no  one  wishes  to  regard  the  seller 
as  a  voiceless  automaton  ;  a  courteous  and  ready  acquies- 
cence to  one's  requirements,  and  a  clear  if  unexpressed 
invitation  to  come  again  and  come  soon,  is  almost  certain 
to  result  in  continued  patronage.  I  use  the  word 
"patronage"  advisedly  :  we  seem  in  our  counter  methods 
to  think  we  are  granting  favours,  but  the  sooner  we 
realise  that  it  is  the  customer  who  does  this  the  better 
for  us. 

Contrast  these  methods  with  those  of  any  other  trader  : 
watch  a  lady  in  a  draper's  shop,  nothing  is  too  much 
trouble  for  the  staff  A  shop-walker  bows  her  to  a  seat, 
the  assistants  hasten — yes,  hasten — to  put  a  selection  of 
goods  before  her.  while  all  around  are  glowing  displays 
of  the  articles  she  most  favours  and  ticketed  offers  she 
cannot  resist.  In  the  shops  of  almost  every  other  busi- 
ness the  atmosphere  is  warm,  inviting,  and  friendly, 
while  in  our's  it  is  cold  and  repellent. 

Retail  salesmanship  is  an  art;  it  does  not  consist  in 
making  a  person  purchase  something  he  does  not  want, 
but  in  making  him  think  he  does  want  it.  SalesmanshijJ 
is  not  "  selling  something  of  our  own  "  necessarily,  but 
is  teaching  the  customer  to  want  something  in  addition 
to  that  he  knows  he  is  in  need  of.  It  is  made  up  of 
infinite  subtleties  based  on  a  keen  knowledge  of  human 
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nature,  and  should  be  to  the  buyer's  advantage  as  well 
as  to  the  seller's ;  otherwise  it  is  not  far  from  being 
fraudulent  and  dishonest. 


OPTICAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

By  a  Chemist-Optician. 


These  notes  are  in  most  cases  supplementary  to  the  information 
given  in  "  The  Chemist-Optician  "  ("  C.  &  D."  Office,  4s.),  which 
is  a  treatise  specially  written  for  Chemists. 


Difficult  Cases. 

An  Optician  who  takes  a  pride  in  his  work  rather 
welcomes  these  as  adding  lustre  to  his  reputation.  Who 
has  not  felt  a  glow  of  self-satisfaction  when  it  has  been 
possible  to  improve  the  vision  in  an  astigmatic  person 
from  T%  to  §,  with  the  certain  knowledge  of  removing 
discomfort  ?  There  are,  on  the  other  hand,  times  when  one 
has  reluctantly  to  acknowledge  one's  inability  to  prescribe 
glasses.  There  is  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of  in  this,  for  I 
find  that  the  oculists  are  no  better  able  to  improve  the 
vision  immediately  with  glasses,  although  they  certainly 
can  treat  the  diseased  condition  to  the  advantage  of  a 
grateful  patient.  The  duty  of  the  optician  is  quite  clear  : 
when  in  doubt  refer  to  the  oculist,  and  this  applies  very 
strongly  in  the  case  of  children  and  young  persons.  Spasm 
of  the  accommodation  presents  but  little  difficulty  in 
diagnosing,  and  under  suitable  conditions  it  can  be  made 
to  relax,  and  the  refractive  error  corrected;  but  obscure 
cases  often  present  themselves.  Take  as  an  example  a 
little  girl,  aged  nine,  who  complains  of  eyes  constantly 
watering,  and  suffers  from  headaches  and  nasal  catarrh. 
Nasal  passages  are  clear,  tonsils  are  normal.  Large 
pupils,  media  clear.    Visual  acuity,  O.D.  T%,  O.S.  ^g. 

Retinoscopy,  O  D  -|-  +  2.5.    0  S.-J-  +  ID. 
-3.25 

This  correction,  with  various  modifications,  was  tried,  with 
the  result  that  two  more  letters  on  ^  were  read.  The 
pinhole  disc  gave  no  improvement.  The  ophthalmoscope 
showed  no  marked  changes  in  the  retina,  but  the  optic  disc 
appeared  cloudy,  and  the  vessels  tortuous.  The  patient 
was  referred  to  a  hospital.  This  is  a  typical  example  of  a 
disappointing  case,  and  it  is  an  example  also  of  the  value 
of  an  optician  to  the  community.  The  purely  refractive 
cases  he  can  undertake,  the  obscure  and  diseased  conditions 
he  can  refer  to  the  proper  quarter,  and  by  so  doing  relieve 
the  strain  upon  hospitals,  so  that  their  staffs  can  devote 
their  attention  to  the  real  object  for  which  they  exist. 

New  Test  for  Colour-blindness. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Edridge-Green,  Beit  Memorial  Research 
Fellow,  described  a  test  which  consists  of  a  number  of 
coloured  beads  in  which  every  variety  of  confusion-colour 
of  the  colour-blind  is  well  represented,  and  a  box  with  four 
compartments  into  which  the  beads  can  be  dropped.  The 
aperture  to  each  of  the  compartments  is  such  that  the 
observer  cannot  see  the  bead  after  it  has  been  dropped 
into  the  box.  The  four  compartments  of  the  box  are 
labelled  Eed,  Yellow,  Green,  and  Blue.  The  directions  for 
conducting  the  test  were  given  as  follows  : 

The  examinee  is  told  to  pick  out  from  the  beads  in  front 
of  him,  which  are  placed  on  the  white  porcelain  lining  of 
the  box,  all  those  that  are  rc/;l,  keeping  as  nearly  as 
possible  to  the  exact  hue,  but  selecting  those  that  are 
lighter  or  darker  of  the  same  colour,  and  to  drop  them  one 
by  one  into  the  compartment  labelled  "  Red."  He  then 
goes  through  the  same  process  with  the  three  other  colours; 
he  is  not  allowed  to  compare  the  colours  directly,  but  must 
select  them  entirely  according  to  the  name  which  he  gives 
to  the  colour. 

It  will  be  found  that  while  the  normal-sighted  are 
able  to  select  the  correct  colours  with  the  greatest  ease,  the 
colour-blind  will  make  their  characteristic  mistakes.  This 
test,  like  the  lantern,  will  detect  cases  of  colour  scotoma 
as  well  as  those  of  ordinary  colour-blindness.

Brevities. 

The  Weights  and  Measures  Inspector  of  Leeds  paid 
199  official  visits  to  local  chemists  in  1912,  but  no 
convictions  followed. 

A  cow  walked  into  the  branch  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  Silver 
Street,  Durham,  on  July  29,  but  it  was  ejected  without 
any  damage  being  done. 

At  the  athletic  sports  held  at  Clacton-on-Sea  on 
August  4  in  connection  with  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Mr. 
G.  S.  V.  Wills,  principal  of  the  Westminster  College  of 
Pharmacy,  won  the  open  race  for  veterans  over  fifty  years 
of  age. 

Ivan  Paperno,  described  as  a  Russian  chemist,  was 
charged  at  the  North  London  Police  Court  with  attempt- 
ing to  commit  suicide  by  drowning.  He  stated  that  he 
had  been  unable  to  obtain  employment.  He  was  dis- 
charged, the  court  missionary  undertaking  to  assist  him. 

Several  members  of  the  Lancaster  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation are  interested  in  the  local  rifle  club.  At  the 
recent  annual  meeting,  over  which  Mr.  J.  B.  Shattock 
presided,  Mr.  J.  Vince  was  elected  a  vice-president  and 
Mr.  R.  T.  Simpson  was  le-elected  secretary.  The  club  has 
a  membership  of  ninety. 

The  new  laboratory  and  drug-stores  at  Lambeth  In- 
firmary, with  a  dispensary  for  the  outdoor  poor  attached, 
were  opened  on  July  31.  These  premises  form  part  of 
a  building  also  containing  a  new  porter's  lodge  and 
additional  bedrooms  for  the  nurses,  the  latter  being  over 
the  drug-stores'.  The  Rev.  Edward  Jervis,  chairman 
of  the  Workhouses  and  Infirmary  Committee,  who 
presided  at  the  ceremony,  paid  a  warm  tribute  to  the 
work  of  Mr.  Thomas,  the  dispenser,  who,  he  said,  by 
his  analyses  had  saved  the  Guardians  a  good  deal  more 
than  they  paid  him  in  salary. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Co-operative 
Society  on  July  30  it  was  reported  that  the  sale  of  Co- 
operative liver-salts  Tiad  been  disappointing.  A  member 
declared  that  by  dropping  the  sale  the  Society  had  lost 
300/.  In  reply  to  this  it  was  stated  that  the  Society 
were  competing  against  a  highly  advertised  proprietary 
article,  while  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society  had 
done  nothing  in  the  direction  of  advertising.  It  was 
added  that  by  cutting  certain  proprietary  liver-salts  the 
Society  had,  perhaps,  gone  a  bit  too  far,  but  they  were 
in  the  difficulty  that  they  wanted  to  limit  their  trade 
with  non-Co-operative  goods. 

British  Medical  Association. 

At  the  Annual  Representative  Meeting  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  it  was  decided  to  take  steps  to 
obtain  an  extension  of  the  memorandum  of  the  present 
company  so  as  to  be  able  to  borrow  money  by  mortgage 
or  otherwise.  The  proposal  to  increase  the  annual  sub- 
scription from  25s.  to  2  guineas  was  not  adopted,  but 
is  to  be  submitted  with  other  matters  to  the  Divisions 
and  afterwards  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Representative 
Body.  Further  power  has  been  given  to  the  Council 
by  which  .a  referendum  on  any  decision  of  the  Represen- 
tative Body  can  be  taken  by  a  postal  vote  if  thought 
desirable. 

Store-prices. 

The  members'  circular  of  the  Civil  Service  Supply 
Association,  Ltd.,  for  August  contains  three  pages  of 
matter  concerning  the  drug  department.  A  whole  page 
is  devoted  to  five  C.S.S.A.  articles  (mouth-wash,  liver- 
faline,  meat-and-malt  wine,  mosquito  lotion,  and  emol- 
line).  Weed-killers  and  insecticides  gain  special  pro- 
minence, as  also  elastic  hosiery,  surgical  belts,  seltzogenes, 
and  Prana  sparklet  syphons.  Prices  reduced  are  Cockle's 
Pills,  2s.  9d.  size  Is.  ll±d.,  and  Guy's  Tonic  Is.  bottle. 
Prices  advanced  are  Anzora  cream,  Is.  6d.  bottle  ;  Shir- 
ley's neuralgic  tablets,  Is.  Id.  bottle  ;  and  Enule  glycerin 
suppositories,  llrf.  per  box  of  twelve.  The  additions  are 
John   Knight's  soaps    (coal-tar  and  eucalyptus),  Glaxo, 
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l.s.,  2s.,  and  5s.  tin;  Guycose,  2s.  9d.  bottle  (three  for 
7s.  9c/.  and  six  for  15s.) ;  Yardley's  olive  and  limes  bath- 
soap.  6c/.  tablet  ;  Plasmon  powder,  new  sizes,  Tel.,  lie/., 
Is.

Liverpool  Notes. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Dobson  is  still  representing  Messrs.  Mawson 
&  Co.  and  Messrs.  Jeffreys,  Miller  &  Co.,  and  will  be 
seen  as  usual  on  his  respective  journeys. 

At  the  Council-meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  on  July  30,  the  illuminated  address  and  silver 
tea  and  coffee  service  were  finally  handed  over  to  Dr. 
Symes.  Dr.  Symea  presented  each  councillor  with  his 
autographed  photograph. 

Several  of  the  city  chemists  are  complaining  about  the 
fewness  of  American  visitors  this  summer,  which  has 
adversely  affected  business.  Apparently  the  uncertainty 
of  the  new  American  tariff  has  made  Americans  stay  at 
home,  afraid  of  venturing  abroad,  not  knowing  what  duty 
they  would  have  to  pay  on  the  "  imported  luxuries  "  they 
returned  with.  The  Exhibition  has  brought  a  certain 
number  of  people,  but  these  go  straight  to  the  Exhibition 
grounds,  and  do  not  loiter  about  the  shops.  One  city 
chemist  complains  that  this  July  is  the  worst  for  years. 

On  Wednesday,  July  30,  the  old-established  business  of 
the  late  Mr.  Knowles,  Pembroke  Place,  was  offered  as  a 
going  concern  by  Mr.  Gaunt,  auctioneer  and  appraiser, 
Lord  Street,  Liverpool.  Although  the  business  was 
inspected  by  a  fair  number  of  chemists,  the  auctioneer  was 
unable  to  dispose  of  it.  The  fixtures  were  then  offered  in 
one  lot,  and  then  the  whole  of  the  stock  in  another,  but 
there  were  no  bids.  This  business,  established  in  the 
early  "  forties,"  was  at  one  time  one  of  the  finest 
pharmacies  in  Liverpool,  Mr.  Knowles  being  friend  and 
colleague  of  the  late  Dr.  Bickersteth.  one  of  the  early 
pioneers  and  supporters  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  close  by. 

Manchester  Notes. 

Professor  Weiss  has  been  appointed  Vice-Chancellor  of 
Manchester  University  for  one  year,  in  succession  to  Sir 
Alfred  Hopkinson,  who  recently  retired. 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  has  accepted  an  enlargement 
of  the  photograph  taken  by  Mr.  J.  Cleworth,  the 
Conference  photographer,  during  their  Majesties'  recent 
visit  to  Manchester. 

Many  Manchester  chemists  continue  to  close  their 
establishments  on  Wednesday  afternoon  from  1  p.m.  to 
6  p.m.,  in  spite  of  the  exemption  order,  holding  that  there 
is  no  reason  to  give  up  the  afternoon's  recreation,  as 
customers  have  got  used  to  the  shops  being  closed.  The 
opening  at  night  is  only  on  account  of  Insurance  prescrip- 
tions, which,  by  the  way,  are  a  meagre  quantity  at 
present. 

The  fine  weather  of  the  past  week  or  so  has  considerably 
enlivened  the  demand  for  salines  and  cooling  preparations. 
Fly  catchers  and  exterminators  have  at  last  begun  to 
move.  Up  to  a  few  days  ago  most  chemists  could  have 
counted  the  number  of  fly-coils  sold  this  summer  on  one 
hand.  Photographic  plates  and  materials  have  also  come 
into  their  own  again,  after  the  slump  caused  by  the 
advance  in  prices  a  few  weeks  ago.  The  bright  weather 
has  proved  to  the  amateur  that  he  must  have  the  plates, 
in  spite  of  the  25  per  cent,  rise  in  price. 

Midland  Notes. 

The  Technical  School  extension,  which  was  to  cost  over 
100.000?.,  is  not  to  be  proceeded  with. 

The  holiday  season  has  brought  with  it  the  usual 
wedding  festivities,  and  among  the  number  are  the 
daughter  of  the  genial  ex-President  of  the  Midland  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  Mr.  Edward  Corfiekl ;  and  another 
is  Mr.  G.  D.  Elsdon,  of  the  city  analyst's  laboratory,  who 
has  taken  to  himself  a  wife. 

Tradesmen  in  West  Bromwich  have  had  to  complain  of 
rowdyism  in  the  streets  on  Sunday  nights,  particularly 
in  the  High  Street,  and  the  local  Tradesmen's  Association 
has  asked  for  extra  police  and  plain-clothes  men  to  be  put 
on  duty  on  Sundays  to  quell  disturbance  and  prevent 
petty  damage.  Mr.  Kemsey-Bourne  s  pharmacy,  which 
occupies  a  prominent  position  in  the  High  Street,  seems 


to  have  been  peculiarly  selected  for  these  irksome  atten- 
tions. Recently  a  rain-water  pipe  in  an  entry  between 
the  pharmacy  and  another  shop  was  smashed  into  several 
pieces.  One  of  the  side  windows  was  "starred "  by  a 
youth  throwing  another  "playfully"  against  it.  A  short 
time  ago  the  sun-blind  was  in  use  on  a  Sunday  when  some 
fellows  used  one  of  the  irons  as  a  horizontal  bar,  it 
becoming  strangely  twisted  in  consequence.  But  for  the 
rather  strong  side-chains  the  blind  would  have  been  torn 
down  altogether.  On  the  morning  of  August  5  a  boy 
threw  a  stone  at  the  largest  sheet  of  glass  in  the  window, 
intending  to  hit  another  boy  who  had  annoyed  him. 
The  Campaign  against  Consumption. 
The  Prime  Minister  opened  the  fifth  annual  conference 
organised  by  the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention 
of  Consumption  at  the  Central  Hall,  Westminster,  London, 
S.W. ,  on  August  4.  Mr.  Asquith,  after  giving  figures 
showing  a  saving  in  deaths  from  consumption  of  50,000 
lives  in  1911,  said  improved  social  conditions,  particularly 
housing,  and  the  greatly  increased  area  of  institutions, 
were  causes  of  this  improvement.  It  is  significant,  he 
added,  that  in  the  year  1911  in  London  over  one-half  tho 
total  male  deaths,  and  in  England  and  Wales  over  one- 
third  of  the  total  male  deaths,  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis occurred  in  institutions  for  the  sick.  The  dis- 
cussion turned  chiefly  on  the  value  of  tuberculin  treat- 
ment. Dr.  H.  W.  G.  Mackenzie,  consulting  physician 
to  the  Brompton  Hospital  for  Consumption,  said  he  had 
tried  both  extract  and  endoplasm  in  repeated  small  doses 
and  in  increasing  doses,  but  tuberculin  treatment  is  still 
on  its  trial.  Results  so  far  are  not  brilliant,  and  cer- 
tainly not  convincing.  "  The  open-air  life  is  the  best 
treatment  for  consumption,"  said  Dr.  Nathan  Raw,  of 
Liverpool.

Poison-licences. 

In  Liverpool  nine  new  poison-licences  were  granted ' 
during  1912,  and  sixteen  were  renewed. 

Mr.  John  R.  Smith,  seedsman,  35  Market  Square, 
Aylesbury,  has  applied  to  the  Bucks  County  Council  for 
a  poison-licence. 

In  reference  to  an  application  to  the  Middlesex  County 
Council  by  a  Mr.  Fletcher,  ironmonger,  of  Harrow,  for 
a  poison-licence,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  re- 
porting to  the  Council  on  July  31,  states  that 
objection  was  laid  by  the  Harrow  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion. One  chemist,  Mr.  Breingan,  carries  on  business 
next  door  to  the  applicant,  while  two  others  are  in  the 
vicinity.  Previous  dealings  with  applications  are  reviewed 
as  follows  : 

"  In  the  first  instance  the  County  Council  granted  licences 
to  applicants  at  Harmondsworth,  Potters  Bar,  Bedfont,  and 
Wood  Green ;  and  refused  applications  from  Cricklewood, 
Hendon,  Kilburn,  Stanmore  Hill,  Twickenham,  Uxbridge, 
and  Finehley  on  the  ground  that  existing  facilities  were 
adequate.  A  few  months  later,  however,  licences  were 
granted  to  applicants  carrying  on  business  in  Chiswick, 
Enfield,  St..  Margaret's,  and  Wood  Green,  some  of  these 
decisions  being  inconsistent,  with  the  policy  previously 
adopted  by  the  Council.  In  December  1909,  shortly  before 
the  triennial  elections,  the  consideration  of  applications  from 
Asbford  and  Hendon  was  adjourned  for  six  months  in  order 
that  the  County  Council  to  be  elected  in  March  1910  might 
adopt  a  consistent  and  settled  policy  in  the  matter.  Since 
March  1910  eight  applications  for  licences  have  been  refused 
on  the  ground  that  existing  facilities  were  sufficient.  Tho 
applications  in  these  cases  were  from  Ashford,  Chiswick, 
Stanmore,  Golders  Green,  Hendon  (twice),  Twickenham, 
and  Whetstone.  In  each  of  these  cases  it  appeared  that 
horticultural  poisons  could  be  obtained  with  sufficient  facility 
in  the  neighbourhood  where  the  applicant  carried  on  busi- 
ness. Since  March  1910  one  new  licence  only  has  been 
granted.  This  was  to  an  applicant  at  Potters  Bar,  where 
there  were  no  existing  facilities  for  the  purchase  of  poisons 
since  the  lapse  of  tho  licence  granted  to  a  seedsman  in  that 
nlaco  in  1909.  The  circumstances  of  the  present  application 
from  Harrow  are  indistinguishable  from  those  existing  at 
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such  places  as  Hcndon,  Twickenham,  and  Whetstone,  where 
applications  have  been  refused.  Indeed,  the  case  most 
similar  t-o  the  present  is  that  of  a  seedsman  at  Hendon 
who  has  applied  no  less  than  three  times,  and  whose  appli- 
cation has  on  each  occasion  been  refused.  Since  March 
1910  the  Council,  on  the  recommendations  of  your  Com- 
mittee, have  acted  consistently  in  not  granting  licences, 
except  in  districts  where  existing  facilities  are  inadequate, 
but  if  the  present  application  be  granted  the  Council's  policy 
will  cease  to  be  consistent  with  the  policy  which  has  been 
-strictly  followed  since  1910." 

The  Committee,  nevertheless,  recommended  that  the 
licence  be  granted.  Mr.  Kelland,  Chairman,  of  the  Com- 
mittee, declined  to  move  the  recommendation,  and  was 
proceeding  to  explain  his  objections  thereto  when  it  was 
decided  to  let  the  matter  stand  over  until  after  the  recess. 
Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Two  samples  of  camphorated  oil  were  examined  by  the 
Hertfordshire  analyst  last  quarter  and  found  genuine. 

The  Wolverhampton  analyst  (Mr.  E.  W.  T.  Jones) 
reports  having  examined  nineteen  drug  samples  during 
the  past  quarter.  All  were  certified  as  genuine  except 
four  samples  of  glycerin  containing  five  parts  per  million 
of  arsenic. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Heath  Stock,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  succeed  his  father,  the  late  Mr.  W.  F. 
Keating  Stock,  F.I.C.,  as  public  analyst  for  the  county 
of  Durham.  The  commencing  salary  is  200?.  per  annum, 
with  6s.  per  sample  analysed  and  11.  Is.  per  (sample  for 

■"water  and  sewage. 

During  the  past  quarter  the  Kent  county  analyst  has 
examined  thirteen  samples  of  drugs,  which  proved  satis- 
factory and  accorded  to  recognised  standards.  In-  addition, 

"twelve  kinds  of  drugs  (twenty-eight  samples)  were  sent 
for  analysis  by  the  Beckenham  Urban  Council.  These 
were  also  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Liverpool  medical  officer  (Dr.  E.  W.  Hope)  in  his 
report  for  the  year  1912  states  that  1,613  formal  samples 
were  taken  for  analysis,  as  well  as  887  informal  samples. 
These  included  the  following,  the  figures  in  parentheses 
relating  to  informal  samples  :  Baking-powder,  9  (1)  ; 
beef-and-malt  wine,  0  (1);  bicarbonate  of  soda,  5;  boric 
ointment,  0  (3)  ;  borax  and  honey,  0  (1)  ;  camphorated 
oil,  0  (1);  castor  oil,  0  (2);  cayenne  pepper,  4;  cod-liver 

•  oil,  0  (6)  ;  compound  liquorice-powder,  3 ;  cream  of 
tartar,  6  (2);  Epsom  salts,  1;  extract  of  malt,  0  (1)  ; 
flavouring  essences,  0  (4)  ;  flowers  of  sulphur,  0  (4)  ; 
ginger,  17  (0)  ;  glycerin,  1  (7)  ;  Gregory's  powder,  1 ;

All  of  these  were  genuine  except  one  sample  of  ginger,

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Council  in  its  annual  report,  presented  on  July  31,  states 
with  reference  to  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  : 

"A  high  or  low  percentage  of  samples  reported  as  '  adul- 
terated '  does  not  necessarily  connote  a  high  or  low  per- 
■centage  of  adulteration  in  any  county  or  district,  nor  does 
it  indicate  whether  the  administrative  work  is  being  efficiently 
or  inefficiently  performed.  To  work  with  the  object  of  pro- 
ducing statistics  which  would  impress  the  ignorant  would 
be  particularly  easy  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.  This,  however,  would  be  an  indefensible  method 
of  administration,  and,  in  fact,  is  not  practised  in  Middle- 
sex. Figures  and  statistics  necessarily  vary  according  to  the 
amount  of  wisdom  and  discrimination  shown  in  selecting: 
W  The  articles  to  be  analysed  ;  (2)  the  times  and  places  of 
their  purchase;  (3)  the  methods  to  be  adopted  in  making 
purchases;  (4)  the  traders  from  whom  purchases  shall  be 
made.  The  only  governing  consideration  in  deciding  on 
these  matters  should  not  be— and  in  Middlesex  is  not—the 
probable  effect  on  statistics;  it  is  how  to  administer  the 
Acts  most  effectively  with  the  least  waste  of  time  and  public 
money." 

The  drugs  analysed  in  the  year  1912-13  were  as 
follows,  the  figures  in  parentheses  indicating  the  number 


of  samples  found  adulterated  or  not  up  to  standard  : 
Acid  calcium  phosphate,  3  (2)  ;  borax,  90  (12)  ;  boric 
acid,  2  (0) ;  cream  of  tartar,  7  (0)  ;  formalin  solution, 
1  (0)  ;  formalin  tablets,  22  (14)  ;  glycerin,  7  (1)  ;  linseed, 
1  (1)  ;  milk  sugar,  1  (0) ;  camphorated  oil.  11  (1) ;  castor 
oil.  6  (0)  ;  eucalyptus  oil,  4  (0)  ;  zinc  ointment, 
1  (0)  ;  Seidlitz  powder.  4  (0)  ;  soda  carbonate,  1  (0) ; 
tincture  of  iodine,  1  (0)  ;  tincture  of  opium,  1  (0).  It 
is  mentioned  that  the  twelve  unsatisfactory  samples 
of  borax  and  the  "adulterated"  glycerin  contained  traces 
of  arsenic  too  minute  to  be  regarded  as  harmful.  A 
sample  of  whole  linseed  was  found  to  contain  about 
5  per  cent,  of  vegetable  debris,  stalks,  and  foreign  seeds. 
The  vendor  was  cautioned.  In  regard  to  the  fourteen 
samples  of  formalin  tablets  which  were  found  to  con- 
tain less  formalin  than  indicated  on  the  labels,  the  analyst 
is  making  a  special  investigation. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  Hereford,  Charles  James  Hughes,  chemist's 
assistant,  Hereford,  was  fined  21.  and  costs  (10s.)  for 
driving  a  motor-cycle  without  a  licence. 

At  Salf  ord  Quarter  Sessions  on  July  30,  Ronald  Evelyn 
Maitland  was  sentenced  to  eighteen  months'  hard  labour 
for  obtaining  21.  10s.  by  means  of  a  worthless  cheque  from 
Mr.  A.  C.  Bomford,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Eccles. 
(C.  &  D.,  July  26,  index  folio  102.) 

At  an  inquiry  held  at  Peterborough  on  August  1  into 
the  death  of  Ada  Seaton,  labourer's  wife,  the  husband  of 
the  deceased  stated  that  on  the  previous  Thursday  his 
wife  was  seized  with  internal  pains  and  fell.  He  went 
to  a  doctor  and  obtained  a  prescription,  but  was  unable 
to  get  it  made  up,  no  fewer  than  six  of  seven  chemists 
on  whom  he  called  being  out  and  having  their  shops 
closed  owing  to  it  being  early-closing  day.  One  chemist 
refused  to  dispense  the  prescription  because  it  was  en- 
dorsed "Special"  instead  of  "Urgent."  The  husband 
added  that  when  he  returned  home  his  wife  was  dead. 
The  medical  man  who  prescribed  for  deceased,  after  stating 
that  he  could  not  say  whether  the  medicine  would  have 
done  the  deceased  any  good,  pointed  out  that  the  local 
Insurance  Committee  had  recently  requested  chemists  to 
make  arrangements  for  dispensing  Insurance  prescriptions 
on  Thursday  afternoons  at  an  extra  fee  of  6d.  He  added,  in 
reply  to  a  question,  that  the  city  doctors  could  not  recover 
payment  for  medicine  supplied  by  themselves.  The  jury 
added  to  their  verdict  of  "Death  from  natural  causes" 
a  rider  asking  the  Coroner  to  urge  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee to  arrange  for  chemists  in  the  centre  of  the  city 
to  be  open  for  dispensing  purposes  on  Thursday 
afternoons.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Bust  of  Berthelot. ^A  bust  of  Marcellin  Berthelot 
was  recently  unveiled  at  the  "  Cercle  Civique  Berthelot," 
Boulevard  St.  Marcel.  M.  Paul  Painleve  (who  presented 
the  bust  to  the  club)  made  suitable  allusion  to  the  great 
chemist's  scientific  and  personal  qualities. 

The  Drug  Habit. — The  "Temps"  states:  "All  the 
efforts  made  by  the  Prefecture  de  Police  to  track  cocaine 
dealers  will  be  in  vain  so  long  as  it  is  easy  to  procure 
the  poison  from  Germany."  It  is  then  stated  that  on 
May  7  a  person  living  in  Paris  sent  to  a  Frankfort 
pharmacy  (selecting  an  address  at  hazard  in  the  directory) 
a  letter  with  a  foreign  postal  order  for  4  marks,  asking  for 
a  corresponding  value  of  cocaine  and  giving  no  other 
explanation.  The  following  Tuesday  a  cardboard  en- 
velope (bearing  no  name  of  sender)  duly  arrived,  con- 
taining 4  grams  of  cocaine  and  an  invoice.  Nothing, 
except  the  postmark,  revealed  the  origin  of  the  envelope. 

Mineral-water  Analysis. — Professor  Moureu,  of  the 
Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  has  communicated 


to  the  Academy  of  Sciences  an  account  of  the  researches 
of  M.  J.  Bardet.  This  chemist  has  examined  mineral 
waters  by  spectroscopic  analysis,  and  has  thus  discovered 
the  presence  of  many  hitherto  unsuspected  metals.  One 
Eastern  spring,  in  which  MM.  Moureu  and  Gautier  had 
found  eleven  metals,  contains  twenty-three.  The  metals 
discovered  by  M.  Bardet  in  various  springs  vary  from 
the  commonest  (lead  and  tin)  to  gallium  and  germanium 
(which  he  finds  are  far  more  general  than  hitherto 
imagined),  molybdenum,  bismuth,  antimony,  zinc., 
glucinium,  titanium,  silver  and  gold. 


Les  Apothicaires  de  Bordeaux. 

M.  Cheylud  has  compiled  some  interesting  historical  note^ 
on  pharmacy  at  Bordeaux,  a  city  particularly  interesting  to 
Britons  as  having  formed  for  several  centuries  part  of  the 
dominions  of  the  Royal  House  of  England.  The  earliest 
references  he  has  discovered  date  from  1355,  when  the  Duke 
d'Aquitaine  (whom  we  better  know  as  the  Black  Prince  and- 
father  of  Richard  II.  of  Bordeaux)  was  warring  in  the  South 
of  France.  The  apothecaries  then  sold  wax,  sugar,  and 
spices,  as  well  as  drugs.  In  1414  some  "police  regulations" 
were  drawn  up,  and  about  a  century  later,  when  the  long 
English  domination  was  over,  proper  guild  rules  were  de- 
vised. The  apothecary  must  be  a  free  burgess  and  keep  a. 
register  for  the  medicines  he  compounds.  His  pharmacy 
stock  to  bo  inspected  by  the  four  "  baylcs "  or  warders 
before  he  can  keep  open  shop,  and  the  periodical  examina- 
tion of  drugs,  etc.,  is  carried  out  by  one  of  the  same  officials, 
assisted  by  two  doctors,  every  six  months.  Medicated  waters- 
(infusions)  not  to  bo  kept  more  than  .a  twelvemonth,  and 
certain  dangerous  substances  (arsenic,  mercury,  sublimate, 
etc.)  must  be  kept  under  lock  and  key.  Electuaries  like 
theriaca  and  mithridatum  only  to  be  dispensed  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  "bayles."  The  widow  of  an  apothecary  may 
"run"  the  business  with  a  manager;  or,  after  the  father's- 
death,  the  business  may  be  managed  on  behalf  of  the  son 
by  one  or  more  fit  and  proper  persons  approved  by  the 
Wardens  until  the  child  attains  the  ago  of  sixteen;  he  can 
then  enter  as  apprentice  and  take  over  the  business  after 
five  years  if  he  passes  his  examination.  These  old  rules, 
dating  from  1500,  are  so  closely  in  touch  with  modern 
practice  that  they  deserve  quotation.  They  remained  in 
force  till  1693,  and  were  then  but  slightly  modified.  The 
first  Pharmacopoeia  appeared  in  1643,  and  was,  M.  Cheylud 
assures  us,  singularly  akin  to  that  which  was  in  force  in- 
Franco  until  quite  recently. 


COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS. 


Mr.  S.  Takahashi,  Vice-President  of  the  Japan  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  has  been  on  a  trip  to  China  with  a. 
view  of  extending  his  business  connection  with  that 
country. 

Dr.  J.  Takamine  left  Japan  for  Germany  by  the  Trans- 
Siberian  route  with  his  son,  who  is  entering  Berlin 
University  to  study  pure  chemistry.  After  a  short  stay 
in  Germany,  where  his  wife  will  join  him,  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Takamine  will  return  to  the  United  States. 

Cocaine  Traffic. — The  agents  for  the  Austrian  Lloyd 
Co.  in  Karachi  state  that  every  endeavour  is  made  tc- 
prevent  cases  of  cocaine  smuggling  on  board  the  com- 
pany's ships.  If  cocaine  is  found  on  board  the  Customs- 
authorities  heavily  fine  the  company  and  punish  also  the 
persons  involved.  It  is  suggested  that  a  check  might  be 
placed  on  the  supply  of  cocaine  from  the  principaL 
factory,  at  Leipzig,  and  that  there  are  probably  capitalists 
involved  in  the  work,  the  sailors  and  firemen  being 
employed  as  tools. 

Inhuman  Parents. — A  case  recently  came  before  the 
courts  in  Milan,  where  the  thirteen-year-old  son  of  a 
druggist,  Carlo  Lunghi,  established  in  the  Via  Guic- 
ciardini,  was  stated  to  have  been  subjected  to  atrocious- 
punishments  by  his  parents.  Owing  to  information  sup- 
plied, a  surprise  visit  was  paid  by  the  municipal  authority, 
and  the  boy  was  found  shut  up  for  punishment  in  the 
water-closet,  where  he  had  been  placed  by  his  mother.  • 
Both  parents  have  been  ordered  to  be  imprisoned.  Much 
of  the  evidence  was  taken  in  camera. 

Cairo. — The  season  has  not  been  so  busy  as  usual, 
owing  chiefly  to  the  influence  of  the  Balkan  war.  The 
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number  of  English  and  American  visitors  has,  however, 
been  unaffected,  and  the  weather  conditions  have  been 
very  favourable. — Mr.  N.  Gannage,  wholesale  druggist 
and  druggists'  sundriesman,  has  recently  moved  into  large 
new  premises.  This  is  the  largest  business  of  its  kind  in 
Cairo. — Mr.  Badr,  of  Badr's  Pharmacy  and  Laboratory, 
Khazindar  Sauare,  Cairo,  who  has  been  on  a  business  trip 
to  London,  has  returned.  He  has  secured  some  important 
.agencies  for  English  houses. 


LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

White  lead. -In  the  High  Courts  of  Justice,  King'6 
Bench  Division,  on  July  8,  before  Mr.  Justice  Avory,  a 
•settlement  was  announced  in  the  case  of  Thomas  Raban 
&  Son,  Baldock,  Herts,  v.  Thomas  Merry  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Suffolk  Street,  Birmingham.  Defendants  admitted  supply- 
ing sulphate  of  lead  for  "white"  lead,  and  undertook 
"  that  at  all  times  hereafter  they  will  not  offer  for  gale, 
or  sell  and  deliver  in  the  course  of  their  business,  any  sub- 
stance or  pigment  under  the  name  of  white  lead  other  than 
the  substance  or  pigment  commonly  known  as  'white' 
lead — viz.,  hydrated  oxy-carbonate  of  lead." 

Chemists'  Assistants'  notice.—  At  Woolwich  County 
Court,  before  Judge  Granger,  on  August  6,  Frederick  Low- 
dell,  2  Lincoln  Street,  Leytonstone,  sued  David  U.  Still, 
chemist,  The  Village,  Old  Charlton,  for  21.  4s.,  balance  of 
wages  due  between  June  16  and  July  14.  The  defendant 
counterclaimed  for  21.  10s.  damages  sustained  through  the 
plaintiff  leaving  his  situation  without  proper  notice. 
Plaintiff  said  that  on  June  15  he  accepted  an  engagement 
with  defendant  at  21.  10s.  a  month  and  his  food  and  lodg- 
ing. He  took  up  his  duties  at  Church  Street,  Woolwich, 
but  on  June  29  he  gave  defendant  notice  to  leave,  although 
he  offered  to  stay  on  for  a  few  daj's  until  defendant  was 
■suited.  Plaintiff  said  the  custom  in  the  trade  is  to  give 
a  fortnight's  notice  in  the  first  month  to  leave  at  the  end 
■of  the  month,  and  afterwards  a  month's  notice.  Defendant 
said  he  engaged  plaintiff  at  30?.  with  board  and  lodging. 
He  had  the  first  intimation  that  the  plaintiff  was  leaving  on 
July  13.  Defendant  asserted  that  it  is  the  custom  in  the 
"trade  to  give  a  month's  notice.  His  Honour,  in  giving 
judgment,  said  he  had  to  consider  two  points:  first,  whether 
the  plaintiff  gave  a  fortnight's  notice;  and,  secondly, 
whether  it  is  the  custom  in  the  trade  for  a  monthly  servant 
to  give  a  fortnight's  notice.  Assuming  that  the  plaintiff 
gave  that  notice,  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there 
was  no  such  custom.  In  the  case  of  domestic  servants  it 
had  been  established  that  a  fortnight's  notice  is  sufficient, 
but  in  the  case  of  a  druggist  it  is  different.  He  thought  the 
old  rule  that  a  monthly  servant  is  entitled  to  give  and 
receive  a  month's  notice  still  prevails,  and  he  gave  judgment 
for  the  defendant  on  both  the  claim  and  counterclaim. 

Initials  as  Trade-mark. —The  House  of  Lords  on 
August  1  delivered  judgment  in  an  appeal  by  the  Registrar 
of  Trade-marks  against  a  decision  by  the  Court  of  Appeal 
reversing  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Eve  which  sustained 
the  decision  of  the  Registrar  that  "  W.  &  G.,"  used  by 
W.  &  G.  Du  Cros,  Ltd.,  on  their  motor-cabs,  should  not  be 
registered  as  a  trade-mark.  Lord  Shaw  delivered  the  judg- 
ment, and  in  the  course  of  it  said  that,  the  Registrar  had  a 
quasi-judicial  as  well  as  an  official  office,  and  that  he  had 
to  exercise  a  discretion  in  the  judicial  spirit,  and  that  the 
elaborate  provisions  in  the  statute  showed  that  the  use  of 
his  discretion  in  this  case  was  not  merely  of  a  preliminary 
character — it  was  to  bo  an  action  in  substance  and  pro- 
ceeding on  a  wide  and  accurate  survey.  He  directed  their 
Lordships'  attention  to  the  view  of  the  Registrar,  who  said  : 

It  would,  I  think,  be  difficult  to  say  that  letters,  as  a  rule, 
are  in  any  way  distinctive.  The  letters  of  the  alphabet 
•ought  and  should  be  open  to  the  general  public  for  use." 
The  Registrar  was  dealing  with  that  as  a  general  rule.  He 
was  not  excluding  any  particular  or  exceptional  case,  but 
Tie  went  on,  speaking  no  doubt  from  a  wide  experience, 
and  said:  "Possible  combinations  of  the  letters  of  the 
alphabet  are  limited,  and  the  present  combination  W  and  G 
might,  I  think,  be  found  to  be  in  many  thousands  of  cases 
the  initials  of  traders,  or  used  in  some  way  in  trade  or 
manufacture.  Prima  facie  therefore  it  would  appear,  so 
far  as  letters  are  concerned,  that  they  are  not  per  se 
adapted  to  distinguish  the  poods  of  one  trader  from  those 
of  another";  and  in  a  later  portion  he  said  the  question 
would  appear  in  all  such  cases,  "  Will  the  registration  of 
"the  trade-mark  cause  substantial  difficulty  or  confusion  in 
•view  of  the  rights  of  user  by  other  trades'?  " 


Who  is  the  Owner  ?— In  the  City  of  London  Court  on 
August  1,  before  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  Burgoyne, 
Burbidges  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  12  and  16  Coleman 
Street,  E.C.,  sued  Chorley  &  Co.,  chemists,  New  Maiden, 
Surrey,  for  3/.  19s.  3(7.  for  drugs  supplied  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  trade.  Mr.  E.  Welfare,  who  appeared  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  that  the  summons  was  issued  against  Chorley 
&  Co.,  and  the  bailiff  of  the  court  reported  that  Mr.  Chorley 
was  in  Africa.  Plaintiffs  found  that  Mrs.  Chorley  was 
carrying  on  business,  and  the  bailiff  served  her  because  she 
was  in  fact  Chorley  &  Co.  He  did  not  see  how  Mrs.  Chorley 
could  be  affected  if  plaintiffs  obtained  judgment  against 
Chorley  &  Co.  Mrs.  Chorley  said  her  husband  was  in 
East  Africa.  She  could  not  understand  why  she  had  been 
served  with  the  court's  process.  Her  husband  went  out  to 
take  a  situation,  and  started  on  November  29.  Judge 
Lumley  Smith:  Then  he  is  not  carrying  on  business? — 
Mrs.  Chorley :  No,  certainly  not.  Judge  Lumley  Smith : 
What  have  you  got  to  do  with  it  ? — Mrs.  Chorley  :  I  do 
not  know.  I  did  not  have  the  goods.  If  they  were  sent 
to  Mr.  Chorley,  I  am  quite  sure  he  would  have  paid. 
Judge  Lumley  Smith  observed  that  the  goods  were  sup- 
plied in  1909  and  last  year  and  this  year.  Where  was 
Chorley  then? — Mrs.  Chorley  said  she  had  never  had  the 
goods  sued  for.  What  they  had  supplied  to  her  she  had 
paid  for.  She  was  carrying  on  the  business  as  best  she 
could.  Her  husband  would  be  back  in  November.  In 
cross-examination  she  said  that  her  solicitor  wrote  and  said 
her  husband  was  permanently  residing  in  East  Africa. 
She  added  that  she  had  no  qualified  assistant.  She  could 
not  afford  it.  She  had  had  to  turn  the  business  into  a 
drug-store  and  do  the  best  she  could.  Judge  Lumley  Smith 
want  ed  to  know  who  the  "  &  Co."  was.  Mrs.  Chorley  re- 
plied that  there  never  was  a  company.  After  further  ques- 
tioning, the  Judge  said  he  was  satisfied  that  Mrs.  Chorley 
was  not  a  partner  when  the  debt  accrued,  and  she  had  not 
been  served  properly.  He  saw  that  someone  had  had 
goods  of  the  plaintiffs  this  year  to  the  amount  of  4s.  10(/. 
Who  was  that?  Mrs.  Chorley  said  she  expected  her  manager 
ordered  them  and  paid  for  them.  But  he  had  had  to  go. 
Mr.  Welfare  asked  if  the  Court  would  adjourn  the  case  so 
that  he  could  find  out.  who  were  the  partners.  Mrs.  Chorley 
dissented  from  an  adjournment,  and  said  she  had  had  to 
close  her  shop.  They  had  had  opposition  from  Boots  and 
others,  and  they  could  not  make  a  living.  She  was  onlv 
keeping  the  place  open  to  sell  it.  Judge  Lumley  Smith 
observed  that  he  would  strike  the  case  out  and  plaintiffs 
could  get  back  their  hearing  fee.  Mr.  Welfare  said  that 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  had  sued  Chorley  &  Co.  for 
8/.  17s.  Ail.  That  case  had  been  adjourned  for  two  months. 
Judge  Lumley  Smith  said  he  would  adjourn  both  cases  for 
two  months,  and  he  told  Mrs.  Chorley  that  she  could  not 
go  on  keeping  shop  without  paying  for  what  she  had.  Mrs. 
Chorley:  I  always  pay  for  what  I  have.  Judge  Lumley 
Smith  said  he  would  adjourn  both  cases  until  December  1, 
as  Mr.  Chorlev  would  be  back  then.  It  must  not  be  taken 
that  he  considered  that  the  summons  had  been  properly 
served. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Dispensing  Prescriptions. 

At  Birmingham  Police  Court  on  August  1,  John  George 
Dunn,  described  as  a  chemist,  150  Lozells  Road,  was 
summoned  under  Section  16  of  the  1899  Act  for  obstruct- 
ing an  inspector  in  the  execution  of  his  duty.  It  appeared 
from  the  evidence  that  the  inspector  presented  a  prescrip- 
tion to  be  dispensed  and  afterwards  returned  to  get  it. 
It  was  handed  to  him  by  the  defendant's  wife,  and  while 
the  inspector  was  dividing  the  sample  the  defendant 
entered  the  shop  and  snatched  it  out  of  his  hand.  The 
defendant  explained  to  the  Court  that  the  mixture  was 
dispensed  too  strong,  and  after  he  had  diluted  it  he  told 
his  wife  that  it  must  not  leave  the  shop.  The  Magistrate 
imposed  a  fine  of  40s.  and  costs. 

At  the  same  court  on  the  same  day,  Ernest  Gee.  Ph.C, 
76  Lozells  Road,  was  summoned  under  Section  7  of  the 
1875  Act  for  dispensing  a  prescription  incorrectly,  and  was 
ordered  to  pay  costs;  as  were  also  Squire  &  Co.,  trading 
as  Thompson  &  Co.,  chemists.  Alum  Rock  Road,  for  a 
similar  offence.

— At  the  adjourned  public 
examination  of  this  debtor  (C.  &  D.,  June  21,  index  folio  935) 
in  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  his  solicitor,  upon  the  case- 
being  called,  said  his  Honour  (Mr.  Registrar  Hood)  would 
no  doubt  remember  his  client  was  ordered  to  prepare  a  cer- 
tain cash  account  in  connection  with  his  affairs  before 
his  examination  was  proceeded  with.  His  client  had  done- 
the  best  he  could,  although  he  did  not  wish  to  avoid  giving 
an  account  in  any  way.  The  Official  Receiver  said  debtor 
was  required  to  explain  a  deficiency  of  2,050/.  cash  between' 
his  receipts  and  payments.  He  had  filed  an  account,  which 
was  composed  of  rough  lump  sums  which  debtor  had  guessed? 
at.  He  personally  wanted  a  better  account  than  that.  It 
did  not  go  enough  into  detail.  Debtor's  solicitor  said  it 
was  the  best  his  client  could  do.  If  the  suggestion  was- 
that  his  client  was  concealing  a  large  sum  of  money  from 
his  creditors,  he  would  like  to  take  that  opportunity  of 
entirely  refuting  such  an  allegation.  The  Official  Receiver 
said  he  had  made  no  such  suggestion.  The  matter  was- 
adjourned  until  October  30.

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


Insurance  Act  Amendment  Bill. 

A  good  deal  of  discussion  on  the  Insurance  Act  Amend- 
ment Bill  in  Grand  Committee  took  place  as  we  went  to 
press  on  Thursday,  July  31,  and  one  of  the  new  clauses 
proposed  was  one  giving  power  to  make  payments  in  lieu 
of  medical  treatment  in  certain  cases.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- 
Jones,  M.P.,  was  one  of  those  who  spoke  on  the  matter, 
remarking  that  the  best  way  would  have  been  to  have 
provided  that  where  an  insured  person  requires  treatment 
under  a  system  of  medicine  not  practised  by  any  medical 
practitioner  who  has  entered  into  arrangements  with  the 
Committee,  the  Insurance  Committee  may,  subject  to  regu- 
lations, subscribe  to  the  cost  of  the  treatment  he  desires  to 
receive.  However  foolish  herbalists  and  Christian  Scien- 
tists may  be  (as  had  been  said  in  the  course  of  the  debate) 
we  cannot  compel  them  to  take  treatment  in  any  other 
way.    Eventually  the  clause  was  put  and  negatived. 

Mr.  Glyn- Jones  proposed  a  new  clause  in  regard  to 
Sunday  being  treated  as  a  day  of  incapacity  if  it  is  a 
normal  working  day.  After  discussion  he  withd  rew  the 
clause,  being  satisfied  it  would  not  meet  with  universal 
approval. 

On  a  further  new  Government  clause  relating  to  "cal- 
culation of  arrears,"  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  said  : 

I  am  not  against  this  clause,  but  I  think  it  is  necessary 
to  offer  a  warning,  which  is  this,  that  this  relieving  of  the 
difficulties  of  the  approved  societies  which  we  are  bound 
to  secure  by  means  of  having  six-monthly  cards,  is  going- 
to  increase  the  difficulty  of  keeping  in  touch  with  insured 
persons  throughout  the  country.  By  having  three-monthly 
cards  you  insure  communication  every  three  months.  But 
the  Insurance  Committees  at  this  stage  are  working  very 
largely  on  a  register,  the  addresses  upon  which  are  about 
nine  months  old,  and  if  you  have  six-monthly  cards  it 
means  that  the  insured  person  may  not  come  into  touch  with 
the  society  more  than  twice  a  year.  Seeing  that  one-third 
of  the  population  moves  every  year,  this  step  we  are  now 
taking  means  that  the  Government  must  find  some  way  by 
which  the  insured  persons  may  be  kept  in  touch  with  the 
Insurance  Committees  or  with  the  approved  societies  very 
much  oftener  than  is  now  the  ca6e. 

The  Beport  Stage. 
The  Bill  was  reported  to  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Monday,    August    4.     It   then   consisted    of  forty-one 
clauses  and  two  schedules.    The  additions  proposed  by 
Mr.  Glyn- Jones  as  to  the  appointment  of  a  local  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  and  as  to  administrative  expenses  of 
local    Medical    and    Pharmaceutical    Committees  form 
Clause  31  (1)  and  (2)  of  the  Bill,  and  are  as  given  in  the 
C.  et-  D.  last  week.    Before  the  discussion  began  on  Tues- 
day the  Speaker  ruled  out  of  order  a  large  number  of 
new  clauses  proposed  since  the  Committee  stage,  including 
the  following  : 
Mr.  James  Hogge — 
Mr.  Pringle— 
Clause  1,  page  1.  line  19,  at  end,  insert: 
(2)  No  contribution  shall  be  made  out  of  the  moneys  sa 
provided  to   any  Insurance  Committee  in    Scotland  who 
have  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  a  medical  practi- 
tioner under  which  he  is  bound  or  agrees  to  supply  drugs 
or  medicines  to  insured  persons  unless  such  arrangement  is 
restricted  to  the  supply  of — 

(0  Drugs  which  are  necessarily  or  ordinarily  adminis- 
tered by  a  practitioner  in  person  ;  or 

(ii)  Drugs  and  appliances  required  for  immediate  use;  or 

(iii)  Where  an  insured  person,  by  reason  of  distance 
or  inadequacy  of  means  of  communication,  will  have 
difficulty  in  obtaining  any  necessary  drugs  or  appliances 
from  a  chemist  or  other  person  on  the  committee  list. 

Mr.  James  Hogge — 
Mr.  Pringle— 

Clause  1,  page  1,  line  19,  at  end,  insert: 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  "medical  benefit" 
shall  mean  adequate  medical  treatment  and  attendance, 
including  surgical  operations  and  treatment  and  consulta- 
tions and  second  opinions  where  necessary  or  expedient,  and 
the  provision  of  proper  and  sufficient  medicines  and  such 
medical  and  surgical  appliances  as  may  bo  prescribed,  but 
shall  not  include — 

(a)  any  right  to  medical  treatment,  or  attendance,  or 
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drugs,  medicines,  or  appliances  in  respect  of  a  confine- 
ment ;  or 

(b)  any  right  to  dental  treatment. 
And  no  contribution  shall  bo  made  out  of  the  moneys  so 
provided  unless  the  regulations  made  by  the  Commissioners 
under  6ection  fifteen  of  the  principal  Act  and  the  arrange- 
ments made  by  the  insurance  committee  thereunder  secure 
such  treatment,  attendance,  appliances,  and  medicines. 
Mr.  James  Hogge — 
Mr.  Pringle— 

Clause  1,  line  22,  after  "treatment"  insert  "and  proper 
and  sufficient  medicines  and  such  appliances  as  may  be 
prescribed." 

Mr.  J.  M.  Hogge  is  the  member  for  East  Edinburgh, 
and  Mr.  W.  M.  R.  Pringle  the  member  for  East  Lanark- 
shire. They  and  other  Scottish  members  had  the  paper 
full  of  amendments,  including  one  to  reject  the  Bill,  and 
in  spite  of  the  Speaker's  ruling  the  first  of  the  above, 
amendments  (which  refers  to  the  supplying  of  drugs  by 
doctors  in  rural  areas)  was  on  Wednesday  put  down  again 
as  an  addition  to  Clause  39,  which  deals  with  special  pro- 
visions as  to  Scotland. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  a  telegram  which  has  been 
received  by  Scottish  M.P.c  : 

On  behalf  of  registered  chemists  in  your  constituency,  we 
earnestly  request  you  to  support  movement  for  such  amend- 
ment of  Clause  15  of  Insurance  Act  Amendment  Bill  as 
shall  effectually  maintain  position  and  authority  of  Scottish 
Insurance  Commissioners.  Any  diminution  of  their  authority, 
we  believe,  would  bo  highly  detrimental  to  the  efficiency  of 
Medical  Benefit  in  Scotland.  Have  petitioned  Chancellor 
against  clause  passing  unless  modified.

Clause  15  deals  with  societies  having  members  in  more 
than  one  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  provides  that 
any  society  need  not  be  approved  in  any  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  other  than  that  in  which  its  registered  office  is, 
and 

Where  any  members  of  a  society  reside  in  a  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom  in  respect  of  which  the  society  is  not  an 
approved  society,  the  provisions  of  subsection  (2)  of  section 
eighty  of  the  principal  Act,  which  relate  to  payments  into 
and  out  of  the  Scottish  National  Health  Insurance  Fund, 
and  the  corresponding  provisions  of  the  principal  Act  relat- 
ing to  the  Irish  and  Welsh  National  Health  Insurance 
Funds,  shall  apply  as  if  those  members  resided  in  the  part 
of  the  United  Kingdom  in  which  the  registered  office  of  the 
i-ociety  is  situated  or,  in  the  case  of  a  society  with  branches, 
in  which  the  registered  office  of  the  branch  of  which  they 
are  members  is  situated. 

Scottish  members  revolted  against  the  clause,  one 
of  the  grounds  being  that  the  sickness  rate  in  Scotland  is 
lower  than  in  England  and  Wales,  and  on  this  ground  they 
felt  that  Scotland  would  be  prejudicially  affected  by  the 
alteration. 

On  Tuesday  evening  Mr.  G.  Locker-Lampson's  amend- 
ment to  move  after  the  word  "  benefit  "  ["providing  medi- 
cal benefit  and  sanatorium  benefit  "]  to  insert  the  words 
"or,  in  accordance  with  the  scheme  to  be  approved  by 
the  Commissioners,  one  or  more  of  the  other  benefits  or 
additional  benefits  set  out  in  the  principal  Act  if  pre- 
ferred," was  negatived  by  259  to  94. 

In  the  discussion  which  took  place  on  Tuesday  regard- 
ing the  allocation  of  contributions  made  on  behalf  of 
exempted  persons,  Mr.  Glyiv- Jones  said  it  was  only  right, 
if  they  forced  the  employer  to  pay  a  contribution  in  rela- 
tion to  that  person,  they  should  ~at  any  rate  relieve  the 
employer  of  that  obligation  to  provide  Medical  Benefit 
if  he  became  ill.  The  same  thing  applied  to  Sanatorium 
Benefit.  No  better  return  could  be  given  to  the  State 
for  its  contribution  than  that  this  exempted  population 
should  receive  adequate  medical  or  sanatorium  treatment. 

The  debate  was  resumed  on  Wednesday  with  Clause  13. 
The  chief  discussion  was  on  Clause  15 ;  this  lasted  over 
four  hours,  and  resulted  in  a  compromise,  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  undertaking  that  the  members  of 
international  societies  should  have  opportunities  for 
expressing  their  views. 

There  was.  nothing  else  of  pharmaceutical  interest  until 
Clause  30  was  reached,  and  Mr.  Worthington  Evans 
moved  that  the  words  in  italics  should  be  left  out  : 

Clause  30.  Where  it  is  made  the  duty  of  an  insurance 


committee  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  of  the  prin- 
cipal Act,  or  of  regulations  made  thereunder,  to  ascertain, 
in  respect  of  any  matter  affecting  the  administration  of 
medical  benefit  in  the  area,  the  opinions  and  wishes  of  the- 
medical  practitioners  who  have  entered  into  agreements 
with  the  insurance  committee  for  the  attendance  and  treat- 
ment of  insured  persons  whose  medical  benefit  is  adminis- 
tered by  the  committee,  they  shall  do  so  through  a  com- 
mittee appointed  by  such  practitioners  in  accordance  with 
regulations  made  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  and  such 
committee  shall  perform  such  duties  and  shall  exercise  such 
powers  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Insurance  Commis 
sioncrs,  and  in  any  area  in  which  within  six  months  of 
the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  Act  no  local  medical  com- 
mittee has  been  recognised  under  the  provisions  of  section 
sixty-two  of  the  principal  Act,  a  committee  elected  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided  may  be  recognised  as  the 
local  medical  committee  for  that  area. 

Mr.  Masterman,  in  reply,  said  that  objections  taken  to 
this  clause  in  Committee  were  withdrawn  oir  its  being- 
pointed  out  that  where  there  was  no  local  medical  com- 
mittee it  was  advisable  that  the  Insurance  Committee- 
should  be  able  to  consult  the  panel  committee.  He  hoped 
the  amendment  would  not  be  pressed. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Foi;ter  contended  that  there  ought  to  be  a 
medical  committee  in  every  area.  If  power  was  given, 
to  substitute  the  panel  committee  in  any  area  a  medical 
committee  would  certainly  not  be  appointed. 

Mr.  Glyn- Jones  said  the  effect  of  the  amendment  (which, 
he  strongly  opposed)  would  be  to  enable  Insurance  Com- 
mittees to  consult  with  medical  committees,  but  the  latter 
would  have  no  duties  to  perform  nor  powers  to  exercise- 
He  advocated  the  clause  as  it  stands,  and  pointed  out 
to  the  House  the  benefits  that  would  result  from  the 
clause;  and  his  view  was  taken,  for  on  a  division  being 
taken  shortly  after  one  o'clock  on  Thursday  morning  Mr. 
Evans's  amendment  was  defeated  by  178  votes  to  34. 

Mr.  Hogge's  amendment  to  Clause  39  was  not  put,  and 
the  Bill  passed  the  Report  stage.  It  was  second  in  the 
Orders  of  the  day  for  third  reading  on  Thursday. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs. 
The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  introduced  on 
Wednesday  a  Bill  to'  make  further  provision  for  securing 
the  purity  of  articles  of  food  and  preventing  the  misde^ 
scription  thereof.  There  is  no  possibility  of  any  progress 
being  made  with  the  Bill  in  the  course  of  the  present 
Session. 

The  Indian  Mails. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  the  Postmaster- 
General  stated  in  reply  to  Sir  J.  D.  Rees,  M.P.,  that 
the  question  of  providing  India  with  two  mails  a  week 
will  come  up  for  consideration  when  the  present  con- 
tract is  at  an  end.  At  present  he  is  not  in  a  position 
to  say  what  view  would  be  taken  on  the  matter. 
Royal  Commission  on  Venereal  Disease. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Prime  Minister  has 
repeatedly  stated  that  the  advisability  of  instituting  an 
inquiry  into  the  causes  and  treatment  of  venereal  disease 
is  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Government,  Dr.  Esmond© 
is  interrogating  the  Prime  Minister  on  Monday  next  as  to 
the  intentions  of  the  Government  in  this  respect. 
The   Opium  Question. 

Sir  Edward  Grey  and  the  Marquess  of  Crewe,  Secretary 
of  State  for  India,  received  at  the  Foreign  Office  on 
Thursday  afternoon  a  deputation  in  reference  to  the 
question  of  opium  in  China.  It  is  because  of  this  inter- 
view that  Mr.  J.  Rowlands,  M.P.,  has  withdrawn  his 
motion  on  the  same  question  on  the  Indian  Budget. 

Sub-Postmasters  and  the  National  Insurance  Act. 

The  Postmaster-General,  replying  to  various  questions 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday,  said  that  any 
announcement  regarding  payment  to  sub-postmasters  and 
postmistresses  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  must  de- 
pend upon  the  date  when  the  Report  of  the  Select  Commit- 
tee on  Post  Office  Servants  is  received.  The  Treasury  are 
unwilling  to  sanction  any  scale  until  they  have  had  an 
opportunity  of  considering  any  recommendation  which  may 
form  part  of  the  Report. 

The  Use  of  Cocaine. 
.In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  Sir  J.  P 
Rees  asked  the  Foreign  Secretary  whether  he  can  give 
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the  House  any  information  regarding  the  extent  to  which 
Indian  and  Persian  opium  has  this  year  been  smuggled 
inl^o  China  through  Macao  and  other  depots,  and  regard- 
ing the  extent  to  which  the  use  of  cocaine  and  other 
.stimulants  is  now  replacing  that  of  Indian  opium  in 
China. 

Sir  Edward  Grey  replied  that  the  answer  to  the  first  two 
parts  of  the  question  is  in  the  negative.  As  regards 
Macao  an  agreement  has  recently  been  concluded  with  the 
Portuguese  Government,  which  will;  it  is  hoped,  make  it 
extremely  difficult  for  smuggling  to  take  place  into  China. 
The  San  Francisco  Exhibition. 

Sir  E.  Grey  informed  Sir  A.  Williamson,  M.P.,  on 
Tuesday,  that  the  Government  had  decided  that  they 
would  not  in  present  circumstances  be  justified  in  asking 
the  country  to  incur  the  heavy  expenditure  which  they 
find  would  be  necessary  (amounting  to  over  a  quarter  of 
a  million)  to  participate  in  the  Exhibition  at  San  Fran- 
cisco. This  sum  would  be  quite  out  of  proportion  to  any 
commercial  advantages  likely  to  result,  and  the  question 
was  dealt  with  on  these  grounds  without  any  reference 
to  the  Panama  toll  question.  The  Government  have 
done  nothing  to  discourage  the  participation  of  the  self- 
governing  Dominions  in  the  Exhibition. 

Patent-medicine  Inquiry. 

Sir  Henry  Norman,  the  Chairman  of  the  Select  Com 
mittee  on  Patent  Medicines,  summoned  a  meeting  of  his 
colleagues  at  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday,  at 
which  it  is  understood  that  it  was  decided  to  present  an 
Interim  Report  to  the  House,  stating  that  the  Committee 
cannot  conclude  their  inquiry  this  Session,  and  asking  to 
be  re-appointed  next  year.  The  following  is  the  official 
record  : 

PATENT  MEDICINES.

Postmen  and  Medicine  Parcels. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  July  31,  Captain  Weigall 
asked  the  Postmaster-General  whether  postmen  will  not 
be  allowed  to  carry  parcels  of  newspapers  and  doctors' 
medicine  after  to-day. — Mr.  Herbert  Samuel  replied  that 
no  change  is  contemplated  in  the  arrangement  under 
which  certain  postmen  are  allowed  to  carry  parcels  of 
newspapers  and  light  packets  of  medicine  which  have 
not  passed  through  the  post,  but  this  arrangement  has 
necessarily  always  been  subject  to  the  condition  in  the 
case  of  parcels  ol  newspapers  that  it  must  be  withdrawn 
in  any  particular  instance  in  which  it  is  found  to  be 
detrimental  to  the  postal  service.  It  has  recently  been 
found  at  an  office  in  Lincolnshire  that  the  conveyance  of 
private  parcels  of  newspapers  was  impairing  the  efficiency 
of  the  postal  service,  and  instructions  were  therefore  given 
that  in  this  case  the  arrangement  must  not  be  continued. 
No  similar  instructions  have  been  given  in  regard  to 
light  packets  of  medicines.

National  Health  Insurance. 

Administration  of  Medical  Benefit  as  regard 
Chemists'  Interests. 


Medical  Benefit  lor  Ireland. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider 
the  extension  of  Medical  Benefit  under  the  National 
Insurance  Act  to  Ireland  was  published  on  Wednesday, 
and  may  be  obtained  through  the  ordinary  channels  at 
2d.  The  Report  is  signed  by  Lord  Ashby  St.  Ledgers, 
Sir  John  Bradbury,  Messrs.  Joseph  Devlin,  Joseph  A. 
Glynn,  James  C.  R.  Lardner,  and  William  J.  Maguire, 
M.D.  Sir  John  Bradbury  signs  with  a  reservation;  and 
Messrs.  William  L.  Micks,  T.  J.  Stafford,  and  Hugh  T. 
Barrie,  who  have  not  signed,  explain  the  reasons  why.  In 
the  course  of  the  preliminary  statement  it  is  mentioned 
that  evidence  was  given  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  and  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association, 
Ireland,  as  to  the  method  of  the  supply  of  drugs  in  the 
event  of  any  scheme  of  Medical  Benefit  being  brought  into 
force.  The  Report  then  compares  existing  conditions  in 
Ireland  with  these  in  Great  Britain  before  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Act,  this  referring  specially  to  the  system  of 
Poor-law  Dispensaries  in  Ireland.  An  analysis  of  the 
evidence  taken  is  then  given,  and  conclusions  drawn  by 
the  Committee  therefrom.  This  chiefly  relates  to  Medi- 
cal Service,  and  it  is  mentioned  that  prior  to  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Act  friendly  societies  had  very  generally 
provided  medical  attendance  and  treatment  for  members 
and  their  families  at  rates  varying  from  2s.  6c?.  to  7s.  6d. 
a  year  per  family,  with  4s.  as  the  rate  in  most  cases, 
except  in  Cork,  where  doctors  had  succeeded  in  getting 
7s.  6(7.  These  rates  in  almost  all  cases  included  medicine. 
The  Committee  make  the  following  recommendations  : 

(1)  To  raise  the  rates  of  contribution  in  the  six  county 
borough  areas  to  the  English  level,  and  that  the  additional 
rate  with  2s.  6(7.  per  insured  person  from  the  Exchequer 
be  paid  over  to  the  societies  who  should  be  empowered 
to  enter  into  arrangements  for  providing  Medical  Benefit, 
either  for  members  and  dependants,  or  for  members  only. 

(2)  The  precise  areas  to  which  Medical  Benefit  is  applied 
will  require  careful  consideration.  Purely  agricultural 
areas  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  excluded. 

(3)  The  provisions  requiring  the  separation  of  arrange- 
ments for  supply  of  drugs  from  those  for  medical  attend- 
ance and  treatment  should  not  be  applied,  and  societies 
should  be  left  free,  if  they  see  fit,  to  enter  into  inclusive 
contracts  with  medical  practitioners  in  accordance  with  the 
common  practice  before  the  National  Insurance  Act  came 
into  operation.  This  arrangement  will  meet  the  demand 
for  the  extension  of  medical  benefits  in  the  districts  in 
which  it  is  most  persistent.  It  is  not,  however,  suited  to 
the  requirements  of  the  rural  districts  or  even  to  those  of 
the  smaller  urban  centres,  nor  do  the  Committee  think  it 
will  be  found  suitable  as  a  permanent  system  even  in  the 
six  county  boroughs  and  surrounding  areas,  and  they  do  not 
recommend  it  except,  as  a  provisional  and  interim  arrange- 
ment pending  the  adoption  of  ,a  general  scheme  of  Medical 
Benefit  for  Ireland  as  a  whole. 

(4)  Such  a  general  scheme  will,  the  Committee  think, 
necessarily  involve  the  creation  of  a  State  Medical  Service. 
The  establishment  of  such  a  service  by  the  State,  however, 
side  by  side  with  the  existing  dispensary  service,  would, 
even  in  the  larger  urban  centres,  necessarily  result  in  over- 
lapping and  consequent  waste  of  money,  while  in  the  rural 
districts  it  would  be  wholly  impracticable.  They  think,  there- 
fore, that  no  steps  can  be  taken  in  the  direction  of  estab- 
lishing a  State  Medical  Service,  except  in  conjunction  with 
a  comprehensive  reform  of  the  Poor  Law,  for  which,  indeed, 
for  other  and  wholly  different  reasons,  the  time  is  already 
overripe. 

(5)  The  money  provided  for  the  purposes  of  the  Medical 
Charities  Act  and  under  Recommendation  1  should  provide 
for  Poor-law  Medical  Services,  and  give  to  the  insured 
population  and  their  dependants  domiciliary  medical  treat- 
ment equal  to  that  in  Great.  Britain,  and  leave  a  balance 
available  for  other  services  (including  nursing)  not  at  pre- 
sent included  in  Medical  Benefit  under  the  Insurance  Act. 
This  the  Committee  regard  as  the  real  solution  of  the 
present  problem. 

(6)  It  will  be  for  his  Majesty's  Government  to  consider 
what  action,  if  any,  shall  be  taken  in  respect  to  the  Com- 
mittee's interim  proposals. 

Sir  John  Bradbury  fears  that  the  establishment  of  the 
proposed  arrangements  may  create  vested  interests  which 
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will  tend  to  prejudice  the  adoption  of  a  more  satisfactory 
scheme  at  a  later  date. 

Mr.  William  L.  Micks  considers  that  the  first  three 
recommendations  will  be  prejudicial  to  an  Irish  Medical 
Service,  with  which  he  deals  in  detail. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Stafford,  in  hie  note,  disagrees  with  tem- 
porary acceptance  for  providing  medical  benefits  in  the 
six  county  boroughs,  and  gives  his  reasons.  He  also 
objects  to  the  proposed  inclusion  of  dependants,  and  the 
failure  of  negotiations  between  the  doctors  and  societies, 
saying  that  if  the  societies  had  been  content  to  proceed 
on  the  same  lines  as  in  England,  Wales,  and  Scotland, 
and  had  confined  their  proposal  to  insured  persons  only, 
there  would  have  been  no  difficulty  in  arranging  terms 
with  the  medical  profession  in  Ireland.  He  also  objects 
to  the  proposal  for  the  friendly  societies  to  make  their 
own  bargains  with  the  doctors. 

Mr.  Hugh  T.  Barrie's  objections  are  based  upon  the 
fact  that  the  Committee  having  failed  to  adjust  terms 
with  the  medical  profession,  it  is  undesirable  that  the 
medical  benefits  of  the  Insurance  Act  should  meantime  be 
extended  to  Ireland,  or  to  any  part  thereof. 

No  reference  other  than  that  at  the  beginning  is  made 
to  the  position  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  in  the  matter, 
and  it  will  be  observed  that  if  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendations are  carried  out,  the  dispensing  of  prescrip- 
tions and  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  would  be  a 
matter  of  arrangement  between  friendly  societies  and 
chemists. 

Notes. 

Mb.  G.  F.  Foester.  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Dover,  writes 
to  the  "  Hearts  of  Oak  Journal  "  for  August  correcting  an 
editorial  comment  in  the  July  issue  of  that  contemporary. 
The  latter  note  states  that  a  supply  of  cottonwool  and  oint- 
ment, sufficient  for  three  months,  was  ordered  for  an  in- 
sured person  suffering  from  a  slight  burn.  Mr.  Forster 
points  out  that  from  the  dimensions  given  for  the  cottonwool 
this  would  probably  be  2  oz.,  and  certainly  not  more  than 
4  oz.,  while  the  alleged  three  months'  supply  would  not 
cost  the  Insurance  Committee  more  than  Is.  6d.  He  adds 
that  instead  of  a  wasteful  allowance,  the  member  probably 
for  the  first  time  in  his  life  received  a  proper  supply  of 
drugs  and  dressings  to  enable  him  to  resume  his  duties  at 
the  earliest  possible  date. 

Medical  Benefit  Administration. 

With  special  reference  to   the  supply   of  medicines  and 
appliances. 

Aberdeen.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Burgh  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  August  4  an  interesting  point  was  raised  in  con- 
nection with  an  application  that  had  been  made  for  drugs 
by  a  person  receiving  special  treatment,  for  which  he  was 
paying  a  doctor.  He  claimed  to  have  his  drugs  supplied 
under  the  Medical  Benefit  provisions.  The  point  had  been 
referred  to  the  National  Health  Commissioners,  but,  after 
considering  the  terms  of  the  Act,  the  Committee  concluded 
that  it  is  only  permissible  to  supply  drugs  ordered  by  panel 
doctors  dealing  with  such  diseases  as  are  within  the  com- 
petency of  an  ordinary  medical  practitioner. 

Bedfordshire.  — The  chemists  are  to  be  paid  75  per  cent, 
of  their  accounts  for  the  period  from  April  15  to  July  14, 
the  balance  to  be  paid  after  checking. 

-  Berkshire.— It  has  been  agreed  that  chemists  shall  send 
their  accounts  direct  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Insurance,  paying  the  full  cost  of  the  pricing  and 
checking,  and  charging  half  the  amount  thereof  in  their 
accounts.  Of  accounts  sent  in  before  being  thus  checked, 
75  per  cent,  will  be  paid  pending  the  result  of  the  check. 

Blackburn.  —  At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  July  29  the  clerk  stated  that  an  erroneous  im- 
pression had  got  abroad  that  an  understanding  had  been 
come  to  between  the  Committee  and  the  doctors  that  no 
prescription  should  be  above  a  certain  value,  fixed  on  the 
basis  of  the  average  cost.  That  was  entirely  wrong.  For 
the  past  quarter  the  chemists'  accounts  amounted  to  1,696/., 
as  against  1,747/.  in  the  first  quarter ;  the  prescriptions 
numbered  50,137,  with  an  average  cost  of  8(7.  each,  as  against 
63,000.  with  an  average  cost  of  about  6c/.  The  Committee 
decided  to  pay  75  per  cent,  of  the  accounts,  this  being  all 
the  money  available  for  the  purpose. 

Bolton.— Chemists  are  to  be  paid  in  full  for  the  second 
quarter,  so  far  as  the  Drug  Fund  will  allow,  plvs  the  10  per 
cent,  held  over  in  the  first  quarter,  subject  to  possible  errors 
being  corrected  on  subsequent  accounts. 


Bradford.— In  "Potter's  Bulletin"  for  August  is  a  re- 
production of  a  cheque  for  one  penny,  being  the  payment  of 
an  account  owing  by  the  Bradford  Insurance  Committee  to- 
Mr.  J.  W.  Scurrah,  a  local  herbalist.  It  appears  that  Mr. 
Scurrah  had  been  placed  on  the  chemists'  panel,  and  sent 
in  an  account  for  2g<Z.,  the  only  transaction  he  had  with 
an  insured  person.  This  amount  was  reduced  to  Id.  when 
checked. 

Cardiff.— The  chemists'  accounts  for  the  first  quarter 
amounted  to  1,3927.  Twenty  chemists  had  not  sent  in  their 
accounts  for  the  second  quarter,  but  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  (Mr.  J.  Allcock)  estimates  this  at 
1,482/.,  making  a  total  for  the  half-year  of  2,874/.  The  fund, 
available  for  the  half-year  is  from  2,500/.  to  2,600/.,  and  the 
fund  would  therefore  be  overspent  to  the  extent  of  about 
300/. 

Derbyshire.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee- 
on  July  29  it  was  reported  by  the  Medical  Service  Sub- 
Committee  that  a  chemist  who  had  been  found  guilty  of  neg- 
lect had  had  his  name  removed  from  the  panel.  A  member- 
protested  against  the  chemist's  name  being  mentioned  in 
the  report,  as  such  a  thing  was  calculated  to  do  the  par- 
ticular chemist  considerable  harm.  It  was  explained  on. 
behalf  of  the  Committee  that  the  chemist  in  question  was- 
aged  and  infirm,  and  unable  personally  to  carry  out  dis- 
pensing duties.    The  report  was  confirmed. 

Dundee.—  The  Insurance  Committee  paid  the  second 
quarter's  drug  account  on  July  31,  with  a  deduction  of* 
10  per  cent.,  as  before. 

Edinburgh. —Most  local  panel  chemists  received  75  pes- 
cent,  of  the  Insurance  account  for  the  month  June  to- 
July  15  on  July  31.  The  following  letter  has  been  cir- 
culated by  the  Burgh  Insurance  Committee  :

iDeair  iSir, — I  have  to  intimate  to  you  that  it  hae  been,  mutually 
agreed  between  the  Insurance  Committee  audi  the  Local  Medical 
and-  the  Pharmaceutical  Commnittees  that  the  (following  list  of 
appliances  should  represent  a  reasonable  month's  supply  to  a  panel- 
doctor  for  his  personal  use  on  insured  persons-:  1  lb.  cottonwool; 
1  by  6  yards  gauze  (unmcdicated)  ;  6  Domette  band>a.gee  (3  of  2\  in- 
and  3  of  3  in.)  ;  6  open-wove  bandages  (2  each  of  2  in.,  3  in., 
and  4  in.);  J  lb.  boric  lint;  \  sqiiare  yard'  gutta-percha  tissue; 
1  spool  adhesive  plaster  (leukopiast  or  Mead)  at  Is. ;  I  litre 
lysol  at  Is.;  \  oz.  pure  carbolic  acid;  2  oz.  tincture  of  iodine. 

Panel  cheim.isrts  may  supply  any  or  all  of  the  a.bove  to  the 
order  of  a  panel  doctor  made  out  on  the  prescription  form.  In 
the  event  of  any  practitioner  finding  the  above  supply  to  be  in- 
sufficient for  his  needs,  for  any  month,  he  will  be  at  liberty  to 
repeat  the  order,  but  it  is  to  bo  luiderstood  that  no  more  than- 
the  above  quantities  may  be  ordered  at  a  time. 

E  S  n.— At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  July  22,  the  clerk  submitted  correspondence  with  the- 
Commissloners  and  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  as 
to  checking  the  chemists'  accounts.  The  local  chemists  had' 
suggested  that  the  accounts  should  be  checked  by  a  man  in- 
Edinburgh  at  a  fee  of  21.  2s.,  but  the  Commissioners  would 
not  agree  to  that.  It  was  necessary  that  these  accounts 
should  be  checked,  and  he  had  sent  them  to  Mr.  A.  Robert- 
son, chemist,  who  had  checked  them  and  sent  a  note  to- 
that  effect.  Mr.  Robertson  said  he  thought  the  question 
resolved  itself  into  who  was  going  to  pay  for  the  checking. 
They,  as  chemists,  thought  that  they  should  have  someone 
to  check  the  chemists'  accounts.  It  was  very  much  out  of 
the  usual  that  the  party  who  rendered  the  accounts  should1 
check  them  too.  The  Commissioners  had  committed  them- 
selves to  appoint  a  man  in  Glasgow  to  audit  the  accounts. 
That  man  was  to  get  only  10/.  a  year,  and  he  supposed  that 
they  refused  to  let  that  come  off  the  administrative  expenses. 
The  Chairman  asked  if  either  of  the  medical  men  could 
help  the  Committee  out  of  the  difficulty.  Mr.  Robertson: 
We  would  be  very  glad  to  submit  them  to  the  medical  men. 
Provost  Macrae  (Nairn)  asked  if  it  was  a  fact  that  the 
Commissioners  had  appointed  a  man  in  Glasgow.  Mr. 
Robertson  said  he  had  it  on  good  authority.  The  clerk  said 
the  Commissioners  thought  checking  was  a  duty  for  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  It  was  decided  to  make  a 
further  representation  to  the  Commissioners  on  the  matter. 
It  was  also  agreed  to  accept  Mr.  Robertson's  check  for  the 
past  quarter. 

Herefordshire.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  July  29  it  was  stated  that  a  £-ood  many  chemists 
had  not  sent  in  their  accounts.  It  was  also  explained  that  the 
chemists'  accounts  could  not  be  checked  by  the  Secretary 
as  arranged,  because  the  prescriptions  were  not  intelligible 
to  a  lay  mind,  and  someone  with  a  special  knowledge  of 
dispensing  had  been  appointed  to  check  them.  It  was- 
decided  to  pay  90  per  cent,  of  the  accounts  received. 

Hertfordshire.  — On  July  29  the  Insurance  Committee 
were  asked  what  arrangements  had  been  made  regarding 
the  hours  for  dispensing.    Dr.  Gilbertson  replied  that  at 
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Hitchin  the  chemists  had  agreed  among  themselves  that 
each  week  one  of  them  was  on  duty  until  10  p.m.  The  Chair 
man  asked,  "  How  does  the  person  know  which  chemist  t< 
apply  to?  "  Dr.  Gilbertson  replied  that  any  of  the  chemist 
in  the  town  would  give  that  information.  Mr.  Coope 
argued  that  the  Committee  should  arrive  at  something  mo 
definite. 

Kent.—  The  County  Medical  Committee  has  issued  a 
'"'  very  important "  circular  to  panel  doctors  in  regard  to 
prescriptions  and  other  subjects.  "  The  Committee  has  no 
v/ish  to  dictate  to  any  doctor  how  he  should  prescribe, 
but  merely,  in  case  some  of  the  points  referred  to  below 
have  escaped  attention,  provides  this  information  with 
view  to  lessen  the  cost  of  prescriptions": 
Prescribiiiy. 

1.  A  drug  ordered  by  its  proprietary  name  costs  much  more  than 
when,  ordered  by  its  B.P.O.  name. 

2.  Tihe  chemists  charge  just  as  much  for  a,  small  area  of  a  spread 
pliaster  as  they  do  for  a  square  foot.  So  nothing  is  gained  by 
ordering  Jess  than  a  square  foot. 

3.  Oiled  paper  can  often  be  used-  instead  of  oiled  silk. 

4.  The  cost  of  dispensing -fees  will  be  diminished  if  8-oz.  mixtures 
are  ordered  with  tablesrpoonful  or  even  two-teasipoonful  doses  wit] 
water. 

5.  Order  lozenges  and  some  tabellte  bv  the  oz.  instead  of  bv 
numibe-r. 

6.  The  keeping  of  an  emergency  dreading  account  can  be  avoided 
by  giving  the  patient  a  prescription  for  what  you  have  used 
which  he  can  then  obtain,  from  the  chemist  and  return  to  vo" 

7.  A  cheaper  ice-bag  than  that  on  the  tariff  list.

We  may  add 
that  we  reprint  the  extract  from  the  circular  without 
alteration  or  correction.  It  is  an  interesting  example  of 
substitution  encouragement  by  doctors. 

Lanarkshire.- In  the  report  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
tor  the  year  ending  July  14,  1913,  the  number  of  chemists 
on  the  panel  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  131,  the  places  of 
business  being  situated  as  follows:  County,  26;  burghs  29- 
Glasgow,  65;  other  areas,  13.  In  the  half-vear  ending 
July  14  accounts  were  rendered  for  39,683  prescriptions  at 
an  average  price  of  8.14tf.,  against  7.16c/.  for  the  first 
quarter.  Each  Id.  increase  in  the  cost  of  a  prescription  cost 
the  Drug  Fund  333/. 

<t  Liverpool.  — Tlie  Insurance  Committee  have  issued  a 
whip  to  those  chemists  who  have  not  yet  sent  in  their 
accounts  for  the  second  quarter,  again  pointing  out 
that  no  accounts  can  be  paid  until  all  have  been 
rendered.  These  are  asked  for  by  return  of  post 
or  an  intimation  that  the  chemist  has  had  no  pre- 
scriptions for  that  quarter  to  dispense.  As  the  second 
quarter  has  not  been  so  heavy  as  the  first,  it  is  expected  that 
there  will  be  a  balance  left  towards  wiping  out  the  adverse 
balance  of  3s.  bd.  in  the  pound  "  owing  to  the  chemists 
trom  the  first  quarter.  The  local  Medical  Committee  have 
issued  a  list  of  errata  found  in  their  "Formulary"  recently 
published— e.g.  :  Gargarisma  astringens,  for  acid,  carbolic! 
iiqueiact.  read  niv.  instead  of  5ss. ;  Gargarisma  chlori  for 
glycerin  read  3ss.  instead  of  5ss.  ;  Mistura  stomachica.  for 
mtus.  rhei  read  3ss.  instead  of  3ss. ;  also  put  "ad  3ss  " 
alter   infus.   gentianas  compositae. 

Oxford.-The  chemists  on  the  panel  for  the  city  received 
their  cheques  in  full  settlement  of  accounts  rendered  for 
the  second  quarter's  dispensing  on  July  31.  The  total 
number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  was  7,916.  at  an  average 
cost  ot  7.63c/.  per  prescription,  against  6.75cZ.  for  the  pre- 


vious quarter.  The  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  are 
appointed  to  check  the  chemists'  accounts  and  pricings. 

Sheffield. -The  75  per  cent,  of  the  Sheffield  chemists' 
bills,  covering  the  three  months  ended  July  14,  and  amount- 
ing to  2,784/.  6s.  9c?.,  was  passed  for  pavment  bv  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  on  August  6. 

West  Ham.-A  special  meeting  of  the  West  Ham  Asso- 
ciation of  Pharmacists  was  held  on  July  31  to  consider 
difficulties  that  have  arisen  in  regard  to  the  pricing  of  drugs 
under  the  tariff.  The  first  question  that  engaged  attention 
was  whether  it  is  desirable  to  charge  a  dispensing-fee  on 
malt  and  oil,  considering  that  in  the  case  of  the  Sanatorium 
Benefit  no  fee  is  charged.  The  committee  had  decided  to 
recommend  that  no  fee  be  charged.  Many  views  were 
expressed.  Finally  Mr.  Reed  proposed  That  the  dis- 
pensing-fee be  charged  for  malt  and  oil."  This  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Gwinn.  Mr.  Miller  proposed  as  an  amendment 
"  lhat  no  fee  be  charged  unless  specific  directions  are  given 
on  the_  prescription."  Mr.  Desmond  seconded  this.  The 
resolution,  being  put  to  the  meeting,  was  carried  by  one 
vote.  Discussion  upon  general  charges  for  dispensing  drugs 
did  not  result  in  any  definite  arrangement  being  concluded 
but  the  general  feeling  of  the  meeting  was  to  adhere  to 
the  tariff,  and,  if  in  doubt,  take  the  higher  charge,  and 
always  the  fee,  as  it  was  not  considered  wise  to  begin  to 
made  deductions.  Mr.  Miller  proposed  that  a  letter  in 
reference  to  pharmaceutical  representation  on  the  West 
Ham  Committee  be  forwarded  to  Baron  de  Forest  Mr 
Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  Masterman,  and  Sir  John  Simon,'  and' 
it  it  is  necessary,  a  deputation  be  formed  to  interview  Mr' 
Lloyd  George.  Messrs.  Potter,  Evans,  Mitchell,  Miller 
Matthews,  and  Seed  were  appointed  as  a  deputation 

West  lothian.- The  sum  of  200/.  17s.  Id.  has  been  paid 
to  chemists  for  the  quarter  ending  April  14,  this  being 
9  )  per  cent,  of  their  claims. 

Wisbech.- At  a  meeting  on  August  1  of  the  King's  Lynn 
and  West  Norfolk  District  Insurance  Committee  the  clerk 
reported  that  the  County  Committee  had  written  asking 
the  clerk  of  the  District  Committee  to  communicate  with 
the  chemists  in  the  Wisbech  district  respecting  dispensing 
alter  the  usual  business  hours.  The  clerk  added  that  he 
had  written  to  the  Wisbech  doctors,  two  of  whom  had 
replied  to  the  effect  that  the  chemists  refused  to  dispense 
prescriptions  on  Sundays,  public  holidays,  and  at  nights, 
lhe  clerk  was  instructed  to  ascertain  the  views  of  the 
Wisbech  chemists  on  the  matter,  and  forward  the  replies  to 
the  County  Committee.

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


The  Repetition  of  Prescriptions 

is  a  subject  which  Lord 
Lamington  does  not  appear  to  have  studied  very  closely. 
In  addition  to  the  points  to  which  you  draw  attention, 
there  is  another  which  needs  consideration.  A  man  of 
indifferent  health  consults  a  physician  at  a  distance,  is 
given  a  prescription  containing,  say,  a  small  quantity  of 
ext.  nucis  vom.,  and  departs  with  what  he  not  un- 
naturally considers  hie  own  property.  The  iprescriber 
might  have  reasons  for  hesitating  to  write  "ad  lib." 
after  his  directions,  or  he  might  forget  to  do  so.  Is  the 
patient  to  be  debarred  from  using  the  prescription  at 
any  time  his  symptoms  may  return  ?  Am  I  to  be  fined 
for  dispensing  it  for  him  if  he  asks  me  to  do  so  ?  It 
has  often  happened  to  me,  almost  daily,  to  have  such  old 
prescriptions  presented ;  sometimes  three  or  four,  possibly 
from  different  physicians,  are  brought  together  with  a 
request  that  I  will  say  which  I  think  most  suitable  for 
the  present  symptoms.  There  is  only  one  resident  doctor 
within  many  miles,  and  he  is  "  no  good."  Is  my  cus- 
tomer to  be  sent  up  to  town  before  he  can  have  what 
he  wants?  What  is  the  difference,  from  the  point  of 
view  of  his  health  (which  is  that  of  the  proposed  Bill), 
between  repeating  an  old  prescription  and  recurrence  to 
a  proprietary  medicine  of  the  same  character?  The 
schedule  of  poisons  is  now  so  wide  that  one  of  your 
correspondents  said  the  other  week  that  59  per  cent,  of 
the  prescriptions  he  dispenses  contain  one  or  other  of 
them,  and  it  is  absurd  to  suppose  that  the  whole  of 
these,  in  the  doses  usually  prescribed,  need  to  have  their 
sale  so  restricted.  The  argument  from  Insurance  dis- 
pensing seems  to  me  illogical,  the  repetition  of  pre- 
scriptions being  in  that  case  forbidden  for  entirely 
different  reasons. 

The  Increase  of  Medical  Men 

in  Germany  is  the  natural 
outcome  of  National  Health  Insurance,  and  I  am  sur- 
prised that  it  has  not  come  sooner.  It  is  more  than 
thirty  years  since  the  Insurance  scheme  was  first  started 
in  Germany,  and  though  it  was  a  long  time  before  it  was 
fully  developed,  one  might  have  expected  a  rush  for 
'■qualification  long  ere  this.  However,  it  is  on  now,  and 
•evidently  the  German  medical  profession  is  going  to  be 
fairly  crowded  in  a  few  years.  The  average  income  of 
a  doctor  in  Germany  is,  I  believe,  much  lower  than  it  is 
here,  and  it  will  be  still  worse  if  the  incomes  of  three 
men  are  to  be  divided  among  four.  I  suppose  we  may 
soon  look  for  something  similar  in  this  country.  Already 
the  movement  has  begun  so  far  as  pharmacy  is  concerned, 
and  in  the  nature  of  things  demand  will  be  followed  by 
supply.  Conditions  are,  however,  very  different  now 
from  the  time  when  we  were  our  own  masters  to  the 
extent  of  getting  our  own  prices,  and  the  lower  re- 
muneration that  we  have  to  be  content  with  must  tell 
on  salaries  for  assistants.  The  average  business  that 
depends  largely  on  Insurance  dispensing  simply  cannot 
stand  expensive  assistance,  and  the  sooner,  therefore,  a 
new  grade  is  introduced  the  better.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  introduction  of  a  lower  grade  will  react  adversely 
on  qualified  assistants,  and  it  almost  seems  as  if  these 
men  ought  to  be  keeping  a  sharp  look-out. 

The  Business  Side 

of  pharmacy  ought,  no  doubt,  always  to 
be  kept  well  in  view,  but  I  venture  to  say  that  the 
indictment  brought  against  us  by  "  Observer"  under  this 
head  is  exaggerated,  and  that  as  business  men  we  are 
not  so  negligible  as  his  commercial  gentlemen  suppose. 
It  does  not  seem  to  have  occurred  to  them  or  to 
"  Observer ''  himself  that  methods  of  attracting  business 
may  vary  in  different  trades,  and  that  what  is  helpful 
to  the  draper  or  grocer  may  be  worse  than  useless  to 
us.  Does  your  contributor  really  think  we  should  do 
well  to  solicit  custom  by  house-to-house  visitation?  The 


suggestion  strikes  me  as  simply  ludicrous.    Or  would  he 
have  us  bill  the  town  to  this  effect  : 
"End  of  Season  Sale;  Ruinous  Reductions  in  Hot- 
water  Bottles. 
Chilblain  Liniment  Positively  Given  Away  ' '  ? 
As  for  pushing  hair-restorers  and  tooth-powders,  surely 
it  is  the  best  policy  to  do  as  we  already  do — to  sell 
what  is  asked  for  as  cheerfully  as  we  can,  keeping  our 
own  preparations   always  in  sight,   and  recommending 
them  when  opportunity  offers.     These  are  the  days  of 
specialisation,  and  nobody  can  specialise  in  everything, 
nor  can  we  resist  the  pressure  of  the  big  advertising 
firms.    The  best  we  can  hope  for  is  to  sow  quietly  a 
little  seed  in  the  ground  they  prepare  for  us.    I  deny 
positively  that  pharmacists  are,  broadly  speaking,  less 
courteous  or  attentive  to  customers  than  other  tradesmen. 
Less  eager  to  serve  anything  that  can  be  sold  we  may 
be,  and  it  is  our  most  honourable  distinction. 
Doctors  of  Science 

are  not  so  common  in  pharmaceutical 
circles  that  we  can  afford  not  to  make  special  reference 
to  the  rara  avis  when  he  does  make  his  appearance,  and 
I  cordially  homologate  the  sentiments  expressed  in  your 
last  issue  regarding  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  Aberdeen.  Unfor- 
tunately, Dr.  Tocher  is  no  longer  in  pharmacy,  and  what 
is  even  less  satisfactory  from  our  point  of  view,  the  thesis 
with  which  he  secured  his  degree  had  nothing  to  do 
with  pharmacy;  so  that  I  may  be  blamed  for  mas- 
querading in  borrowed  plumes  if  I  claim  him  as  a  pure 
pharmaceutical  educt.  Nevertheless,  all  will  join  with 
me  in  wishing  that  he  may  long  wear  his  new  honour  and 
bring  added  lustre  to  his  "kindly  mother"  in  the 
Granite  City. 

The  Remuneration  of  Public  Analysts 

has  been  cropping  up 
frequently  of  recent  years,  and  it  is  quite  on  the  cards 
that  it  will  come  still  more  to  the  front.  The  Institute 
of  Chemistry  takes  itself  very  seriously,  and  whenever 
one  of  its  young  men  ventures  to  stray  from  the  beaten 
track  in  the  hope  of  earning  a  livelihood  by  taking  up  a 
public  appointment  at  a  moderate  figure,  the  young  lady 
of  Bloomsbury  Square  sets  up  a  flutter  like  a  hen  that 
sees  her  brood  of  ducklings  taking  for  the  first  time  to 
the  water.  I  think  the  time  has  come  for  the  Institute 
to  reconsider  its  position,  just  as  it  is  coming  for  the 
Local  Government  Board  ;  and  the  most  pressing  question 
is,  Who  shall  be  first?  A  uniform  scale  of  payment  for 
professional  services  of  this  nature,  applicable  to  all  [arts 
of  the  Kingdom  inflexibly,  is  ridiculous.  Besides,  the 
supply  of  analysts  well  qualified  for  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  work  is  much  greater  than  the  demand — a  con- 
dition which  in  other  walks  of  life  means  lower  prices. 
"  The  Best  Sort  of  Holiday" 

has  recently  been  the  subject 
of  a  correspondence  in  one  of  the  morning  papers. 
Doctors  have  given  us  their  opinion,  pharmacists  have 
asked  advice,  and  as  the  theme  is  suitable  in  the  month  of 
August  I  venture  to  give  my  opinion  here.  The  ideal 
holiday  would  seem  to  be  that  which  offers  the  most  com- 
plete change,  supplying  what  is  most  lacking  in  our  busi- 
ness life,  and  affording  us  the  most  perfect  freedom  from 
its  worries.  "Violent  change  may  not  be  good,  but  on  a 
holiday  I  try  to  reverse  the  usual  conditions  of  my  lot  as 
far  as  I  can.  Now  that  the  Conference  is  over,  I  may 
even  confess  that  when  I  attended  its  meetings  it  was  not 
n<;  part  of  my  yearly  vacation,  but  as  an  extra. 
Nothing  in  my  experience  is  so  refreshing  as  a  short  tour 
abroad,  especially  in  places  not  too  much  frequented ; 
there  is  something  mildly  adventurous  in  this  for  one 
whose  acquaintance  with  foreign  ways  and  languages'  is 
not  extensive;  and  all  the  conditions  of  life  on  the  Conti- 
nent are  so  different  from  what  one  is  accustomed  to  as 
to  stimulate  and  enlarge  the  mind  amazingly.

Scarcity  of  Chemists'  Assistants. 

II.    The  Cause. 

In  discussing  this  matter  last  week  we  stated  that  not 
only  has  the  demand  for  qualified  chemists'  assistants 
been  increasing,  but  the  supply  has  been  decreasing,  and 
measures  have  been  approved  which  limit  the  supply  of 
apprentices  at  the  outset.  It  is  necessary  in  considering 
this  aspect  of  the  question  to  keep  in  mind  that  Ireland, 
as  well  as  Great  Britain,  is  a  training-ground  for  qualified 
assistants  required  in  parts  of  the  Empire  outside  Great 
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Britain,  although  probably  not  to  a  large  extent.  Besides, 
Ireland  forms  a  useful  comparison  with  Great  Britain  in 
respect  to  apprenticeship  in  pharmacy,  and  it  is  advan- 
tageous to  show  what  has  been  happening  there  during 
the  past  ten  years.  The  Preliminary  and  Licence  examina- 
tions have  not  been  stationary  during  that  period,  for 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  is 
careful  to  keep  its  Preliminary  examination  abreast  of 
the  advances  in  educational  methods,  and  the  conditions 
of  entry  for  the  Licence  examination  are  more  stringent 
than  those  of  Great  Britain,  four  years'  apprenticeship 
and  specified  courses  of  instruction  being  requisite.  The 
following  are  the  figures  for  the  two  examinations  :

It  will  be  seen  that,  although  there  has  been  some 
fluctuation  in  the  number  who  have  passed  the  Prelimi- 
nary examination,  there  has  been  no  actual  diminution, 
■but  rather  an  increase,  and  the  passes  do  not  include 
persons  registered  on  certificates  of  other  examinations. 
The  successes  in  the  Licence  examination  have  also  im- 
proved, last  year  being  the  highest  in  the  twelve  years. 

We  contrast  these  figures  with  the  Corresponding  years 
for  Great  Britain,  as,  in  our  opinion,  the  cause  of  the 
present  scarcity  of  assistants  is  directly  due  to  the  fact 
that  in  July  1900  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  discontinued  conducting  its  Preliminary  examina- 
tion and  substituted  for  it  an  examination  in  the  subjects 
which  are  recognised  by  the  General  Medical  Council  for 
registration  as  Dental  and  Medical  Students.  It  is  im- 
portant to  note  at  the  outset  the  figures  for  the  Pre- 
liminary examination  during  the  two  special  periods  of 
■examination  advancements  before  then  :

before.    If  the  same  rate  as  prevailed  in  the  immediately 


preceding  period  had  been  maintained  there  would  have 
been  5,298  more  apprentices  to  draw  from— i.e.,  8,760, 
instead  of  3,462,  would  have  been  registered  during  the 
past  twelve  years.      Need  one  ask  :  Why  are  assistants 

scarce  ? 

We  now  take  the  Minor  examination.  On  February  25, 
1911,  we  published  a  table  giving  the  numbers  examined, 
passed,  failed,  and  the  percentage  of  failures.  We  are 
only  concerned  now  with  the  numbers  examined  and 
passed.  From  1870  to  1874  the  number  examined  was 
3,174,  and  1,581  passed,  an  average  annual  pass  of  316, 
the  highest  percentage  of  failures  being  70  in  1874,  when 
there  was  a  rush,  as  the  examination  was  to  be  "stiff- 
ened "  and  the  age  of  entry  raised  to  twenty-one.  There 
was  a  recurrence  of  "stiffening"  in  1892,  and  1899  was 
the  final  year  of  the  old  Preliminary  examination  ;  so  that 
we  have  three  periods  including  the  present  regime,  and 
we  arrange  the  figures  accordingly  : 
1875  to  1891.

The  significant  fact  about  these  figures  is  that  the  last 
period  is  the  only  one  in  which  qualification  has  steadily 
diminished  after  the  conditions  of  entry  have  been  made 
more  stringent ;  in  all  other  cases  there  has  been  a  decline 
at  first,  then  a  steady  rise.  We  subjoin  the  annual  figures 
for  1900  to  1912,  eo  that  our  readers  may  see  for  them- 
selves that  qualified  assistants  are  scarce  because  they 
are  not  produced  by  examination,  and  they  are  not  pro- 
duced by  examination  because  the  supply  of  candidates 
has  been  diminished  owing  to  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion change  in  1900  :

Statistics  entirely  corroborative  of  these  were  given  by 
Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher  in  his  Presidential  Address  to  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  reported  in  the  C.  Jb  D.,  1909, 
II.,  204-5.  Linking  up  the  average  annual  Preliminary 
passes  with  Minor  entries  and  passes,  we  see  how  the 
latter  depends  upon  the  former.    Here  they  are  :

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  present  actual  Minor  entry  is 
a  third  less  than  the  average  since  1900,  and  there  is  not 
the  slightest  hope  that  the  pass  will  improve  ;  indeed, 
we  know  that  the  average  annual  Preliminary  registration 
for  the  period  has  been  290,  and  in  the  natural  course  of 
things  the  Minor  pass  per  annum  must  come  down  to 
this  approximately.  This  is  how  matters  stand  ;  it  is  a 
black  look-out  for  the  trade.  What  is  the  remedy  ?  This 
is  the  question  to  which  we  shall  address  ourselves  next 
week. 


International  Medicine. 

The  International  Medical  Congress  which  was  opened  on 
Wednesday  in  the  Albert  Hall,  London,  by  Prince  Arthur 
of  Connaught,  is  the  seventeenth  of  the  series  to  be  held 
since  the  inception  of  the  idea  in  Paris  in  1867,  the  year 
of  the  great  Paris  Exhibition.  In  the  early  history  of  the 
Congress  the  meetings  were  held  every  two  years,  then 
at  intervals  of  three  years,  and  at  the  last  Congress,  held 
in  Buda-Pesth  in  1909,  it  was  decided  that  a  four  yeaTs' 
interval  between  Congresses  should  in  future  be  the  rule. 
The  institution  of  the  international  character  of  the  Con- 
gress was  the  result  of  a  happy  suggestion  thrown  out 
at  the  first  meeting,  which  had  been  held,  not  intentionally 
as  an  international  gathering,  but  simply  as  a  meeting  of 
French  doctors  to  which  some  hundreds  of  prominent 
medical  men  from  various  parts  of  the  world  had  been 
invited  to  attend,  largely  on  account  of  the  Exhibition 
being  held  at  the  same  time.  The  success  of  the  meetings 
was  such  that  Dr.  Pantaleoni,  one  of  the  Italian  delegates, 
suggested  that  the  Congress  should  become  a  permanent 
institution,  and  this  was  agreed  to,  as  well  as  the  proposal 
that  the  Paris  gathering  should  be  regarded  as  the  first 
of  the  series.  The  second  Congress  was  held  in  Florence, 
and  since  then  it  has  met  in  Vienna,  Brussels,  Geneva, 
Amsterdam,  London.  Copenhagen,  Washington,  Berlin, 
Rome,  Moscow,  Paris  (a  second  time),  Madrid,  Lisbon, 
Buda-Pesth,  and  now  a  second  time  in  London.  It  will 
be  seen  that  all  the  principal  European  capitals  have  been 
visited,  as  well  as  the  capital  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  unquestionable  that  immense  benefits  have  accrued 
to  medical  science  through  the  influence  of  mind  upon 
mind  at  all  these  gatherings.  The  value  of  personal  con- 
tact between  men  who  may  have  known  each  other's  names 
but  have  never  seen  one  another  in  the  flesh  is  incalculable, 
for  nothing  tends  to  get  rid  of  the  narrow  parochialism 
which  is  apt  to  fetter  even  the  best  of  us  sooner  than  to 
get  within  sound  of  the  living  voice  and  to  see  face  to 
face  the  men  who  have  made  medical  history,  perhaps  in 
some  far-away  corner  of  the  globe.  To  meet  such  men  is 
in  itself  an  inspiration,  to  talk  with  them  an  incitement 
to  intellectual  activity,  a  liberal  education  that  can  only 
be  productive  of  permanent  benefit  to  those  privileged  to 
enjoy  the  experience.  When  we  reflect  on  the  immense 
strides  that  have  been  made  in  medicine  and  surgery  since 
the  first  Congress  met  in  1867,  or  even  since  the  Congress 
met  in  London  in  1881,  one  cannot  but  be  amazed  at  the 
developments  that  have  taken  place.  The  whole  concep- 
tion of  medical  science  has  been  changed  during  these 
thirty-two  years.  At  the  time  of  the  last  meeting  in  London, 
drugs  still  held  the  chief  place  in  the  armamentaria  of 
leading  practitioners ;  now  that  can  no  longer  be  said. 
Perhaps  the  whirligig  of  time  has  a  revenge  in  store,  and 
by  the  time  the  Congress  again  comes  to  London  materia 
medica  may  have  once  more  become  an  integral  part  of 
medical  treatment.  Surgery  has  triumphed  over  obstacles 
and  conditions  previously  insurmountable,  largely  owing 


to  the  aseptic  methods  introduced  by  Lister  and  his 
followers.  The  application  of  radium  and  x-rays  has 
revolutionised  our  notions  of  matter  as  an  element  its 
therapy ;  the  wonderful  developments  of  bacteriology,, 
culminating  in  curative  serums  and  immunising  vaccines  ^ 
the  introduction  of  the  hormones  into  medicine,  and  the 
utilisation  of  extracts  of  the  ductless  glands  and  other- 
animal  extracts ;  the  diagnosis  of  syphilis  by  the  Wasser- 
man  reaction  and  its  treatment  by  salvarsan — all  these- 
were  unknown  and  undreamt  of  in  1881,  yet  were  we 
to  eliminate  them  from  the  medical  science  of  to-day,  how 
much  would  be  left  ?  A  mere  enumeration  of  the  sections 
of  the  Congress  which  are  now  meeting  supplies  a  view 
of  the  extended  range  of  medicine  as  it  is  to-day,  com- 
pared with  what  it  was  a  generation  ago ;  and  it  is  curious 
to  observe  that  though  old  sections  have  been  preserved 
all  along,  they  seem  now  almost  unfamiliar,  so  seldom  do> 
we  hear  of  their  methods  or  their  names  in  comparison 
with  those  that  are  now  in  the  ascendant.  How  far  the 
newer  methods  will  hold  their  position  it  is  impossible 
to  tell ;  but,  whatever  happens,  we  can  only  hope  that  Pro- 
gress, Nature's  universal  law,  will  be  maintained,  and  that 
in  future  medicine  will  minister  to  the  necessities  of  the 
race  even  more  skilfully  and  successfully  than  it  does 
to-day. 


Increased  Railway  Rates. 

The  increase  in  the  rates  which  has  been  made  possible 
by  the  Railway  and  Can.il  Traffic  Act,  1913,  began  on  July  1, 
and  although  the  railway  companies  have  practically 
(according  to  the  Act)  a  free  hand,  they  have  decided 
Tor  the  present  not  to  increase  the  ordinary  class  rates, 
but  simply  to  put  an  additional  4  per  cent,  upon  all 
special  rates,  which  are  lower  than  the  ordinary  class 
rates,  and  have  been  granted  owing  to  competition  or 
exceptional  circumstances.  Whether  the  railway  com- 
panies will,  in  time,  go  further  and  raise  the  other  rates 
remains  to  be  seen,  but  for  the  present  we  can  only  deal 
with  the  question  as  it  stands,  and  we  append  a  few 
particulars  gleaned  from  the  Act  respecting  increases  of 
rates  or  charges  made  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  a  rise> 
in  the  cost  of  working  owing  to  improved  labour  con- 
ditions. 

1. — (1)  Where  on  a  complaint  with  respect  to  any  increase 
(within  any  limit  fixed  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  or  by  a 
Provisional  Order  confirmed  by  an  Act  of  Parliament)  of 
any  rate  or  charge  under  section  one  of  the  Railway  and 
Canal  Traffic  Act,  1894,  the  railway  company  proves  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Railway  and  Canal  Commissioners — 

(a)  that  there  has  been  a  rise  in  the  cost  of  working 
the  railway,  excluding  the  cost  of  carrying  and  dealing 
with  passengers,  resulting  from  improvements  made  by 
the  company  since  the  nineteenth  day  of  August  nineteen 
hundred  and  eleven  in  the  conditions  of  employment  of 
their  labour  and  clerical  staff ;  and 

(h)  that  the  whole  of  the  particular  increase  of  rate 
or  charge  of  which  complaint  is  made  is  part  of  an  increase 
of  rates  or  charges  made  for  the  pui'posc  of  meeting  the 
said  rise  in  the  cost  of  working;  and 

(c)  that  the  increase  of  rates  or  charges  made  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  the  said  rise  in  the  cost  of  working  is 
not,  in  the  whole,  greater  than  is  reasonably  required  for 
the  purpose ;  and 

(d)  that  the  proportion  of  the  increase  of  rates  or 
charges  allocated  to  the  particular  traffic  with  respect  to 
which  the  complaint  is  made  is  not  unreasonable; 

the  Commissioners  6hall  treat  the  increase  of  rate  or  charge 
as  justified :  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  as  preventing  the  Commissioners  from  taking 
into  account  any  circumstances  which  are  relevant  to  the 
determination  whether  an  increase  of  rate6  or  charges  is 
or  is  not  greater  thai  is  reasonably  required  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  the  said  rise  in  the  cost  of  working. 

(2)  Where  it  appears  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  in- 
crease of  the  rate  or  charge  of  which  complaint  is  made 
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should  for  the  time  being  be  treated  as  justified  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act,  but  that  an  opportunity  should  be  given  after 
a  limited  time  for  reconsidering  the  increase,  they  may,  in 
snaking  an  order  declaring  the  increase  to  be  justified, 
add  to  their  order  a  provision  that  the  question  may,  after 
a  period  to  bo  fixed  by  the  Commissioners,  be  reopened  in 
accordance  with  the  conditions  (if  any)  made  by  the  order. 

(3)  Where  any  such  order  is  made,  a  complaint  may  be 
made  as  to  the  increase  of  the  rate  or  charge  under  the 
Railway  and  Canal  Traffic  Act,  1894.  in  accordance  with 
the  order  of  the  Commissioners,  notwithstanding  that  the 
matter  has  already  been  determined  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  provisions  do  not  apply  to  Ireland.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  railway  companies  have  the  power  to  in- 
crease the  rates  to  an  extent  which  will  fully  recoup 
them  for  increased  cost  of  working  the  railways,  but, 
as  already  mentioned,  they  have  decided  to  increase 
certain  rates  only,  and  have  so  instructed  their  staff  in 
the  following  : 

The  rates  so  charged  must  not  in  any  case  exceed  the 
class  rates  for  the  particular  commodity  concerned,  and 
where  the  addition  of  the  full  increase  would  result  in  a 
higher  rate  than  the  class  rate,  then  the  class  rate  must 
be  charged. 

The  increased  rates  will  apply  with  the  same  conditions 
as  the  existing  rates  unless  the  increase  results  in  the  cla=s 
rates  being  charged,  in  which  case  the  conditions  attached 
to  the  class  rates  will  apply. 

These  instructions  do  not  apply  to  coal  and  coke,  which 
will  continue  at  present  to  be  charged  at  the  existing  rates. 
This  increase  will  apply  to  any  of  the  following  articles 
wherever  special  rates  are  in  force  :

When  exceptional  rates  are  noted  for  the  above  goods 
a  4  per  cent,  increase  will  be  made,  but  otherwise  the  class 
rate  will  still  apply.  Chemicals  come  under  what  is  known 
as  the  "  Akali  Exceptional  Rate  List."  Although  we  do 
not  think  the  alterations  press  more  seriously  on  the  drug- 
trade  than  on  other  businesses,  the  fact  that  the  railway 
companies  have  had  a  powerful  weapon  placed  in  their 
hands  by  Parliament  is  disturbing,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  they  will  not  take  advantage  of  it  to  the  same  extent 
as  they  did  of  the  1891  and  1892  Acts. 


"  Farthings." 

The  custom  of  the  checkers  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  on  Insurance  of  always  marking 
down  farthings  in  Insurance  prescriptions  requires  re- 
consideration, especially  as  it  is,  we  surmise,  responsible 
for  much  of  the  irritation  which  chemists  feel  when  they 
find  that  their  accounts  are  docked.  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee made  its  rule  to  take  farthings  down  at  a^eriod 
when  the  financial  stability  of  the  Drug  Fund  looked 
precarious.  Now  that  it  is  practically  certain  there  will 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  chemists'  bills  it  is  time  the  one- 
sided discounting  of  farthings  ceased.  "  Glycerin.  3ss." 
represents  a  source  of  actual  loss  to  the  chemist  who  has 
several  medical  men  in  his  area  with  a  predilection  for 
this  amount  in  a  6-oz.  mixture.  That  the  Insurance 
Committees  think  the  chemist  is  entitled  to  his  farthing 
is  seen  in  Scotland,  Denbigh,  and  Cumberland,  where 
"farthings  up"  is  the  order.  It  remains  for  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  of  the  different  areas  to  approach 
their  respective  Insurance  Committees  and  make  arrange- 
ments so  that  they  at  least  get  their  farthings,  even°if 


that  coin  cannot  be  made  into  a  halfpenny.  We  know  of 
one  Committee  covering  a  large  area  in  the  South  which 
admits  the  chemist's  right  to  the  farthing,  but  is  not 
paying  it,  because,  they  say,  in  effect,  "  You  say  you  do 
not  want  it;  why  should  we  pay  it  ?  "  Even  in  this  case 
it  has  been  hinted  that  if  the  local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  submit  a  protest  the  farthings  will  not  be 
knocked  off. 

Sesquiterpene  Chemistry. 

TWO  interesting  papers  by  Semmler  and  his  pupils  were 
published  in  the  last  issue  of  the  "  Berichte,"  one  of 
them  on  zingiberene,  the  sesquiterpene  of  ginger  oil.  Of  the 
monocyclic  sesquiterpenes  found  in  essential  oils  none  but 
limene  and  zingiberene  have  hitherto  been  fully  examined. 
While  limene  can  be  regenerated  from  its  halogen-acid 
compounds,  zingiberene  yields  a  different  sesquiterpene. 
The  cyclic  system  is',  therefore,  not  identical  in  the  two 
terpenes.  The  molecular  refraction  of  zingiberene,  67.86, 
points  to  the  presence  of  three  adjacent  unsaturated  bondsin 
a  side-chain.  Pure  zingiberene  has  a  specific  gravity  0.8684 
at  20°  C,  refractive  index  1.4956,  and  boils  at  128°  C.  at 
9  mm.  pressure.  On  reduction  with  sodium  and  alcohol 
it  yields  dihydrozingiberene,  Cj-H2C,  having  a  specific 
gravity  of  0.8557,  refractive  index  L4837,  optical  rotation 
-37°  C,  and  boiling-point  122"  to  125°  C.  at  7  mm.  The 
terpene  obtained  by  decomposing  zingiberene  dihydro- 
chloride  has  been  named  isozingiberene.  This  yields  a 
dihydrobromide  melting  at  175°  C.  Isozingiberene  is  an 
oil  of  specific  gravity  0.915  at  20°  C,  refractive  index 
1.5034,  optical  rotation  -41°  C,  and  boiling-point  120°  to 
122u  C.  at  8  mm.  This  sesquiterpene  yields  a  tetra- 
hydroisozingiberene  on  reduction.  This  body  boils  at 
123°  C.  at  10  mm.,  and  has  a  specific  gravity  of  0.8822, 
refractive  index  1.4791,  and  optical  rotation  +4°  36'.  In 
conjunction  with  Jonas,  Semmler  has  succeeded  in  syn- 
thesising  a  sesquiterpene,  which  he  has  named  cyclo- 
isoprenemyrcene.  The  so-called  olefinic  terpene  myreene, 
which  was  first  isolated  by  Power  and  Kleber  from  oil  of 
bay,  being  an  open-chain  compound  (one  of  the  tritadienes) , 
undergoeisj  condensation  when  heated.  A  mixture  of 
isoprene  and  myreene  was  heated  in  a  sealed  tube  for 
three  to  four  hours  to  225°  C,  and  the  resulting  oil 
distilled.  Three  principal  fractions  were  obtained  : 
(1)  Unaltered  isoprene;  (2)  a  fraction  boiling  at  52°  to 
65°  C.  at  8  mm.,  which  contained  dipentene  as  its  prin- 
cipal constituent;  (3)' a  fraction  boiling  at  120°  to  150"  C. 
at  8  mm.,  which  by  further  fractionation  gave  cydo- 
isoprenemyrcene,  a  liquid  boiling  at  125°  to  135°  C.  at 
8  mm.,  of  the  formula  C15H„„  and  having  a  specific 
gravity  of  0.8685  at  18°  C,  and  refractive  index  1.49166. 
It  is  optically  inactive  and  yields  a  trihydrochloride 
melting  at  83°  C.  The  fourth  fraction  was  an  oil  of 
specific  gravity  0.889  at  20°  C,  refractive  index  1.5034, 
optical  rotation  0U,  and  boiling  at  175°  to  195°  at  8  mm. 
These  observations  carry  our  knowledge  of  the  sesqui- 
terpenes a  good  step  further,  and  it  is  interesting  to  observe 
how  persistence  in  research  leads  to  important  results  : 
Semmler's  first  work  on  myreene  was  published  in  1901. 
Then  by  the  action  of  sodium  and  alcohol  upon  the  body, 
he  obtained  dihydromyrcene,  and  from  it  a  tetrabromide.'

The  price 
per  double  centner  was  16m.,  equivalent  to  1.23m.  per  kilo 
of  nitrogen,  this  figure  being  slightly  higher  than  that  of 
Chile  saltpetre,  which  was  1.20m.  per  kilo.

Medical  Exhibition. 

THE  exhibition  of  medicines  and  surgical  appliances 
in  connection  with  the  Congress  has  been  organised 
by  the  "British  and  Colonial  Druggist,"  and  is  being  held 
in  the  University  of  London  (Imperial  Institute),  South 
Kensington,  S.W.  It  was  opened  on  August  5  by  Sir 
Thomas  Barlow,  President  of  the  Conference,  who  thanked 
the  exhibitors  for  bringing  together  such  a  variety  of 
goods  and  in  that  way  contributing  to  the  success  of  the 
Congress.  The  exhibits  are  arranged  in  the  Great  Hall 
and  the  two  examination  halls  which  lead  out  on  the  right 
and  left  from  the  entrance  vestibule.  A  feature  of  the 
exhibition  is  that  most  of  the  exhibitors  have  made 
arrangements  to  converse  with  visitors  in  any  of  the  official 
languages  of  the  Conference.  The  notices  in  the  catalogue 
are  often  printed  in  three  languages.  At  the  stand  of 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  Chinese  and  Japanese  conversation 
can  be  obtained  in  addition  to  European  languages.  A 
number  of  German  and  French  firms  are  exhibiting,  but 
British  houses  predominate,  and  provide  a  show  which 
well  represents  the  advanced  state  of  pharmacy  and  the 
allied  arts  in  this  country. 

Pharmaceutical  Preparations. 
We  deal  first  with  the  pharmaceutical  and  chemical 
exhibits  as  being  of  primary  interest  to  our  readers.  On 
either  side  of  the  entrance  is  the  exhibit  of  the  Saccharin 
Corporation,  Ltd.,  in  charge  of  Mr.  Fletcher  Eaves. 
Pergenol  (solid  hydrogen  peroxide),  novocain,  dry 
diamalt,  trivalin  (nerve  tonic  and  anodyne),  and  Tulloch's 
alloys  are  the  goods  shown.  In  each  corner  of  the 
vestibule  is  the  exhibit  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co. 
The  left-hand  corners  contain  pharmaceutical  and  chemical 
products,  and  on  the  right  hand  is  the  physiological 
section  and  an  array  of  growing  medicinal  plants ;  these 
last-named  especially  attractive  to  most  people.  The 
exhibits  include  the  chief  products  of  the  firm,  newer 
introductions  being  bismuth  tartrate  and  carbonate,  the 
latter,  of  chemical  purity,  being  prepared  for  use  in 
radiographic  examinations  of  the  stomach.  First-aid  and 
medical  equipments,  surgical  appliances  and  instruments, 
and  specimens  illustrating  products  and  processes  con- 
nected with  physiological  standardisation  are  other  groups 
shown. 

Entering  the  Great  Hall,  and  following  the  numbering 
of  the  catalogue,  the  first  exhibitor  is  the  Charles  H. 
Phillips  Chemical  Co.,  who,  in  addition  to  milk  of 
magnesia,  show  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  (free  from  alkalies), 
acid  wheat  phosphates,  syrup  of  wheat  phosphates, 
phospho-muriate  of  quinine,  and  digestible  cocoa.  Next 
in  order  is  the  exhibit  of  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.,  the  central 
features  of  which  are  phylacogens,  the  new  therapeutic 
agents  based  upon  the  theory  of  multiple  infections.  This 
new  therapy  is  attracting  a  good  deal  of  attention  both  in 
this  country  and  the  United  States.  Other  exhibits  are 
taka-diastase  (of  great  value  in  amylaceous  dyspepsia), 
medicine  cases,  hypodermic  tablets  (including  emetine 
hydrochloride),  and  Euthymol  tooth-paste.  A  fine  show 
of  chemicals  is  made  by  the  Hoffmann-La  Roche  Chemical 
Works,  Ltd.,  at  whose  stand  the  specimens  of  alkaloids 
are  a  magnificent  sight.  The  other  special  products  of  the 
house  are  airol,  benzosalin,  digalen,  omnopon,  secacornin, 
thephorin,  thigenol,  and  thiocol.  Half  the  stand  of  Philip 
Harris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  is  devoted  to  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts, interesting  items  being  krebisote  (a  chemical 
compound  of  creosote  and  bismuth),  casc-agar  (for  consti- 
pation), inhalants  for  the  treatment  of  phthisis  (including 
one  containing  allyl  sulphide),  perol  confection  (a  paraffin 
compound  for  treating  constipation),  and  iodised-kutisol 
(a  skin  steriliser).  The  exhibit  of  the  Laboratories  Clin 
is  an  interesting  series  of  colloidal  metals  adapted  for 
use  in  medicine.  Then  follows  the  exhibit  of  W. 
Martindale  with  an  array  of  novelties  in  medicaments. 
The  chief  are  bismuth  and  pancreatin  so  compounded  that 
the  activity  of  the  ferment  is  retained,  Catha  milk  and 


glycerophosphate  and  effervescent  Catha  phenolphthaleira 
(new  products  of  Catha  Edulis),  dialysed  colloidal  copper 
solution  (1  in  2000,  the  suggested  dose  being  1  to  2  c.c), 
digitalis  preparations  assayed  by  Dr.  Martindale's  special 
method,  iodine  capsules  (for  use  as  a  first  dressing  to 
wounds),    iodogiuten    and    iodoprotein    (succedanea  to 
alkaline  iodides),  rhinol  (for  the  treatment  of  hay  fever), 
phenoloid  tablets  (the  efficacy  of  which  has  been  tested, 
bacteriologically),     thymol    stearettes     (for  intestinal 
medication),  and  a  new  series  of  "sensitised"  vaccines 
prepared    at   the    Wimpole    Institute.     Other  exhibits- 
include  improved  patterns  in  hypodermic  syringes  and  a 
new  idea,  suggested  by  Captain  Nesfield,  R.A.M.C.,  for 
using  sterules  directly  for  hypodermic  medication.  At  the 
stand  of  Eeynolds  &  Branson,  Ltd.,  are  several  prepara- 
tions reflecting  the  higher  pharmacy.  Ergothe,  for  example., 
is  a  liquid  product  containing  all  the  active  principles 
of  ergot  of  rye  in  an  unchanged  condition.    Its  activity- 
is  attested  hy  a  pharmacologist.    Other  useful  prepara- 
tions are  bismist  (an  inexpensive  bismuth  combination 
favoured  by  panel  doctors),  lotogens  (non-greasy  skin- 
lotions),  mig.  sedativum  (a  general  healing  and  antiseptic 
ointment),  Triple  anaesthetic  (Mayo's  formula),  and  sup- 
positoriae  bismuthi  subgall.  co.  (for  haemorrhoids).  Card 
systems  for  doctors'  accounts  are  also  shown.    A  good 
display  of   preparations   of   the   digestive   ferments  is 
made  by  Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster,    who  also  show 
laibose  and  peptogenic  milk-powder   (two  concentrated 
foods)  and  enemose  (a  nutrient  for  colonic  alimentation). 
D  uncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.  show  anaesthetics  as  their 
speciality — chloroform,  ether,  and  ethyl  chloride.    A  re- 
minder is  given  as  to  the  association  of  the  word  "pure  "' 
with  chloroform,  which  implies  the  use  of  pure  ethylic 
alcohol  in  its  preparation.    Vaso-constrictine,  pituitary 
fluid  and  thyroid  gland  products  are  also  exhibited,  and 
a  range  of  vaccines  and  tuberculins.    The  ophthalmic- 
capsules  are  an  ideal  form  for  conveying  ointments  to* 
the  eyes.    Rouse  &  Co.  show  lenitoi  (a  petroleum  product 
for  treating  constipation),  a  good  series  of  pocket  spraysr 
dietetic  preparations  ("Regimoid"  brand),  and  a  new 
tankless   air-compressor   and    aspirator   for   dental  use. 
John    Bell   &    Croyden,    Ltd.,    exhibit  prominently 
aseptic  dressings,  a  model  of  their  sterilising  plant  being 
shown.    The  Marshall  shadowgraph  bougies,  impervious 
to  x-rays,  are  used  in  explorations  for  stone.  Nauheim 
bath-salts,  oxygen  baths,  and  atolax  (a  paraffin  blanc- 
mange)   are   other    special    articles.    At    the   stand  of 
Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd..   foods  and  feeders  are  pro- 
minent.   The  pharmaceuticals  include  fructole   (a  new 
chemical  food),  magnesia  compound   (infants'  preserva- 
tive), fructolax  (a  flavoured  hydrocarbon  jelly),  aphrodont 
(tooth-paste),  and  gelatin    discs    and    lamels.      C.  J.

Council-meeting. 

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  August  6. 
All  the  Councillors  were  present,  with  the  exception  of 
Mr.  J.  R.  Young,  who  is  too  unwell  to  be  present.  Mr. 
Cross,  as  a  delegate  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence in  London,  gave  a  rosy  account  of  the  meeting.  Dr. 
F.  B.  Power  was  selected  to  deliver  the  inaugural  address 
at  the  opening  of  the  session  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
in  October.  The  receipts  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  have 
fallen  somewhat,  but  it  is  hoped  that  interest  will  revive. 
Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  solicited  votes  on  behalf  of  an  orphan 
■seeking  election  to  the  Royal  Orphanage,  Wolverhampton. 
Mr.  W.  R.  Pratt  was  re-nominated  as  Salter  Research 
Fellow.  The  reports  of  the  Parliamentary  and  General 
Purposes  Committee  and  the  Organisation  Committee  dealt 
with  the  matter  of  the  National  Insurance  Act  Amendment 
Bill,  and  in  the  event  of  the  new  clause  regarding  pharma- 
ceutical committees  becoming  law  the  President  and  Mr. 
Neathercoat  were  given  power  to  deal  with  the  matter. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had  an  interview  with  the  Council  on  the 
■same  matter.  The  herbarium  awards  were  made  on  the 
report  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes.  The  winner  of  the  silver 
medal,  Mr.  J.  M.  Bryan,  is  a  London  apprentice.  A  resolu- 
tion regarding  local  formularies,  which  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  Parry,  was  discussed  in  private,  and  the  decision  is  to 
be  announced  later  on.  The  name  of  F.  L.  Roberts,  whose 
name  was  restored  to  the  Register,  on  a  fraudulent  declara- 
tion, was  removed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Council. 

The  Councillors  present  were  Mr.  E.  White  (Presi- 
dent), Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin  (Vice-President),  Mr.  W.  H. 
Gibson  (Treasurer;,  and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen,  F.  E. 
Bilson,  W.  P.  Cross,  J.  H.  Cuff,  W.  L.  Currie,  F.  J. 
-Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  D.  Gilmour,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F. 
Harrington,  J.  Harrison,  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  L.  M. 
Parry,  F.  A.  Rogers,  P.  F.  Rowsell.  F.  P.  Sergeant, 
and  T.  A.  White. 

Mr.  Allen's  Return. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  con- 
finned,  and  the  President  welcomed  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  on 
his  return  after  his  recent  indisposition. 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

The  Chairman,  continuing,  said  that  at  the  June  meet- 
ing representatives  from  the  Council  were  appointed  to 
attend  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  He  had 
to  regret  that  more  of  them  were  not  present  to  sujjport 
the  meetings. 

Mr.  W.  G.  Cross  remarked  that  hitherto  it  had  been 
the  custom  for  the  delegates  appointed  to  attend  the 
Conference  to  give  some  account  of  their  stewardship. 
As  one  of  them,  he  experienced  the  initial  difficulty  of 
being  unable  to  say  all  that  the  circumstances  merited. 
As  was  foreshadowed,  the  Conference  was  a  distinct  and 
unqualified  success.  The  attendance  was  a  record  one, 
and  everyone  who  attended  must  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  stimulated  among  them  the  educational 
process.  The  President's  Address  would  bear  the  close 
study  of  every  practising  pharmacist  in  this  country, 
and.  so  far  as  members  of  the  Council  are  concerned, 
it  would  form  a  useful  source  for  reference  on  an  occa- 
sion which  must  inevitably  arise  in  the  future.  So  far 
as  the  i>apers  read  were  concerned,  they  indicated  that 
scientific  pharmacy  is  keeping  itself  well  abreast  of  the 
times,  and  those  who  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to 
them  must  have  considerably  benefited.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Practice  Section  a  very  important  matter  came 
iip  for  discussion,  which  brought  home  to  every  practis- 
ing pharmacist  in  the  country  difficulties  which  he  met 


with  day  by  day.  When  he  (Mr.  Cross)  came  to  deal 
with  the  social  side  of  the  Conference,  he  could  but 
shortly  describe  it  as  embracing  the  worthiest  and 
heartiest  welcome  London  pharmacists  could  possibly 
have  given  to  their  provincial  brethren.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  hospitality  was  on  a  scale  hardly  ever  ex- 
pected by  anyone  who  came  up  from  the  country.  If 
any  fault  could  be  found  it  was  that  it  was  almost 
done  too  well.  But  they  could  not  quarrel  with  per- 
fection. He  felt  convinced  that  there  was  no  one  who 
attended  but  who  returned  more  than  satisfied  with  the 
experience  he  had  in  London  during  the  Conference 
week.  The  beauty  of  the  whole  thing  was  its  splendid 
organisation.  Indeed,  it  was  difficult  to  imagine  any 
Conference  that  could  be  a  greater  success  than  that 
of  1913.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  President,  supplementing  the  observations  of 
Mr.  Cross,  referred  to  Mr.  Woolcock's  services  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Local  Committee.  That  gentleman  had 
surpassed  his  previous  reputation  for  organisation  and 
for  ability  to  deal  with  men  and  things  in  a  compre- 
hensive and  satisfactory  manner.  The  success  of  the 
Conference  reflected  credit  on  Mr.  Woolcock's  versatility, 
and  on  his  powers  for  doing  everything  well.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

The  Inaugural  Address. 

The  President  mentioned  that  another  point  arising 
out  of  the  minutes  involved  the  question  as  to  who  was 
to  deliver  the  inaugural  address  in  connection  with  the 
opening  of  the  winter  session  in  October.  His  sugges- 
tion was  that  Dr.  Frederick  B.  Power,  to  whom  the 
Hanbury  Medal  had  been  awarded,  should  be  invited 
to  deliver  it.  Professor  Power's  reputation  is  of  an 
international  character,  and  the  occasion,  he  thought, 
would  be  a  nice  one  to  have  an  address  from  him.  If 
the  Council  approved  of  the  suggestion  he  felt  sure  Dr. 
Power  would  be  willing  to  agree  to  it.    (Hear,  hear.) 

This  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
Forty-four  persons  were,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Harrison,  seconded  by  Mr.  T.  A.  White,  elected 
members  of  the  Society,  while  thirty-four  persons  were 
restored  to  their  former  position  in  the  Society.  Four 
persons  had  their  names  restored  to  the  Register  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists. 

Finance. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson  (the  Treasurer)  presented  the 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee.  According  to  this, 
the  receipts  of  the  General  Fund  during  July  amounted 
to  886/.  13s.,  made  up  as  follows  :  Penalties  and  costs, 
95/.  10s.  4c?. ;  subscriptions,  189?.  10s.  6d.  ;  "  Journal " 
and  publications,  4157.

Educational  Matters 
The  President  submitted  the  views 'of  the  Boards  of 
ilxammers  upon  the  educational  points  connected  with  the 
standard  of  general  preliminary  knowledge  upon  which 
he  had  been  asked  to  consult  them.    These  views  were 
epitomised  in  the  following  resolutions  :  "  (1)  That  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  of  Examiners  inScotknd  Jfe 
Council  of  the  Society  is  justified  in  accepting  three  certi- 
ficates, but  not  more  than  three,  and  not  necessarily  of 
one  examining  body.

Similar  resolutions  were 
passed  by  the  Board    of    Examine™    for    England  and 
Wales       The  committee,  after  discussion,  recommended 
that  the  suggestion  of  the  Boards  in  regard  to  the  accept- 
ance ot  three  certificates  (not  necessarily  of  one  examining 
body)  should  be  acted  upon  by  the  Council,  but  that  the- 
suggestion  as  to  the  modification  of  the  regulations  relat- 
ing- to  the  registration  of  apprentices  or  students  should 
be  considered  and  fully  reported  upon  in  October. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Herbarium  Report. 
The  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  had  appended  to  it  the  report  of  Mr.  E.  M. 
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Holmes  upon  the  Herbarium  Competition.  This  stated 
that  the  herbarium  sent  in  by  Mr.  John  Maurice  Bryan 
complied  perfectly  with  all  the  requirements  as  stated  in 
the  Calendar  of  the  Society.  It  comprised  150  specimens 
carefully  selected  and  mounted  so  as  to  display  the 
characteristic  features  of  the  more  prominent  and  typical 
genera  of  the  British  natural  orders,  and  the  name, 
habitat,  and  date  of  collection  of  each  species  had  been 
given.  There  was  not  a  single  error  in  the  names  given, 
and  this  Mr.  Holmes  regards  as  a  record.  The  one  6ent 
in  by  Miss  Joyce  M.  K.  Ledger  possessed  some  character- 
istic features.  The  specimens  were  most  beautifully 
dried,  so  that  the  natural  colours  of  the  flowers  were 
wonderfully  preserved.  The  third  collection  was  sent  in 
toy  Miss  Vera  M.  Lord,  and  contained  114  specimens. 
Mr.  Holmes  recommended  the  following  awards :  Silver 
medal,  J.  M.  Bryan:  bronze  medal,  Miss  J.  M.  K. 
Ledger;  certificate  of  honour,  Miss  Vera  M.  Lord. 

Mr.  Allen  said  he  would  like  to  refer  to  the  latter 
part  of  the  report  for  these  reasons  :  First  of  all  he 
desired  to  congratulate  those  who  had  won  the  medals. 
In  the  second  place  he  desired  to  say  that  many  years 
ago  it  was  held  that  no  person  resident  in  London  had 
very  much  chance  of  competing  with  success  for  the 
.herbarium  prizes.  He  was  on  that  occasion  specially 
glad  to  say  that  the  winners  of  the  silver  medals  for 
this  year  and  last  were  apprentices  resident  in  London. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  remarked  that  Mr.  Allen  had 
evidently  been  too  modest  to  state  that  the  candidate 
who  was  awarded  the  silver  medal  was  his  pupil.  (Hear, 
Lear.) 

The  President  then  formally  proposed,  and  Mr.  Allen 
seconded,  that  the  awards  be  made  as  recommended  in 
the  report. 

Local  Associations  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  committee  stated  that  action  had 
been  taken  in  communicating  with  certain  local  Associa- 
tions with  regard  to  the  amendments  moved  by  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  to  the  National  Insurance  Act  Amendment 
Bill.  Th'e  committee  approved  of  the  steps  that  had 
been  taken,  and  expressed  gratification  at  the  promptitude 
with  which  the  Associations  concerned  had  carried  out 
the  instructions  sent  to  them.  The  Secretary  had  called 
attention  to  the  new  clauses  which  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had 
toeen  instrumental  in  adding  to  the  Insurance  Act  Amend- 
ment Bill,  and  the  committee  considered  the  probable 
effect  of  the  two  clauses  upon  the  course  of  the  organis- 
ing work  of  the  Society  in  the  event  of  these  clauses 
coming  into  legislative  effect.  After  considerable  dis- 
cussion, the  committee,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that 
there  would  be  no  meeting  of  the  committee  until  Octo- 
ber next,  authorised  the  President  and  the  Chairman  to 
take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  proper 
organisation  of  local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  through- 
out the  country.  With  regard  to  district  meetings  during 
the  winter  session,  the  majority  of  the  committee  appear 
to  be  in  favour  of  their  being  held  in  the  afternoon,  and 
toeing  of  the  nature  of  the  private  conference  held  last 
session.  It  was  also  generally  agreed  that  the  district 
meetings  should  not  necessarily  take  place  in  the  same 
towns  as  last  year.  The  Secretary  was  requested  to 
draw  up  a  revised  list  of  meeting-places  for  consideration 
at  the  next  meeting.  It  was  resolved  that  the  first 
district  meeting  should  be  held  at  Chester  and  should 
take  place  early  in  October,  in  accordance  with  the 
promise  made  by  the  committee  early  in  the  year. 

Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  in  moving  the  adoption  of 
the  report,  expressed  gratification  that  the  Associations 
communicated  with  had  acted  so  promptly  and  in  so 
effective  a  manner  in  co-operating  with  the  headquarters 
of  the  Society  with  regard  to  the  new  clauses  in  the 
Insurance  Act  Amendment  Bill.  In  the  probable  event 
cf  the  pharmaceutical  clauses  of  the  measure  becoming 
'law,  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  some  changes  so  as 
to  secure  proper  organisation  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  throughout  the  country.  This  was  the  more 
essential  in  view  of  the  statutory  recognition  which 
would  then  be  accorded  them.  For  this  reason  it  had 
been  considered  advisable  to  leave  the  whole  matter  in 


the  hands  of  the  President  and  of  the  Chairman  cf* 
the  committee. 

Mr.  Bilson  seconded,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

Local  Formularies. 

The  next  business  was  consideration  of  the  following 
motion,  of  which  due  notice  had  been  given  by  Mr. 
Moreton  Parry  : 

"  That  this  Council  deprecates  the  adoption  of  local 
formularies  by  Insurance  Medical  Committees  throughout 
the  country,  and  considers  the  introduction  of  stock  mix- 
tures, etc.,  for  the  dispensing  of  Insurance  prescriptions 
as  calculated  to  degrade  the  profession  of  pharmacy,  and 
being  inimical  to  the  efficacy  of  the  medicines  supplied  to 
insured  persons." 

The  point  was  raised  in  committee  as  to  whether  the 
motion  should  toe  proposed  and  discussed  in  private, 
and  it  was  decided  that  this  course  should  be  followed. 
As  a  result  of  considerable  debate  it  was  agreed  that  the 
motion  should  be  adopted  by  the  Council,  after  elimina- 
tion of  the  words  "  as  calculated  to  degrade  the  profession 
of  pharmacy  and  being."  It  was  announced  by  the 
President  that  in  due  course  a  precis  of  the  discussion  and 
a  statement  of  the  action  decided  upon  would  be  issued. 

At  this  point  of  the  proceedings  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  the 
Parliamentary  Secretary,  arrived,  and  conferred  with  the 
Council  for  half-an-hour. 

Correcting  the  Register. 

On  resuming,  the  President  proposed  that  the  name  of 
Frederic  Lancelot  Roberts  be  erased  from  the  Register  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists,  it  having  been  proved  on  July  15 
that  such  a  name  had  been  restored  in  April  1908  in  con- 
sequence of  the  forged  declaration  of  Edwin  William 
Roberta.    (See  C.  <L-  D.,  July  19,  index  folio  78.) 

Mr.  Allen  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Correspondence. 

The  Secretary  acknowledged  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the 
Chief  Superintendent  of  Examinations  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  asking  for  the  use  of  the  Dispensing  Labora- 
tory of  the  Society  on  October  16,  as  in  former  years. 
It  was  agreed  to  grant  this. 

The  London  County  Council  sent  a  report  of  the  Public 
Control  Committee  on  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  with  a  special 
reference  to  the  question  of  fixing  a  day  for  the  half- 
holiday  for  non-exempted  trades  within  the  county.  It 
was  decided  to  refer  the  communication  to  the  London 
Local  Association. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Ontario  College  of  Phar- 
marcy  inquiring  whether  any  progress  had  been  made  with 
reciprocity  with  Ontario.  The  President  stated  that  a 
reply  had  been  sent  to  the  effect  that  the  question  in  the 
whole  of  the  Provinces  should  be  dealt  with  as  a  whole 
instead  of  piecemeal,  and  that  the  Society  awaited  further 
definite  action. 

The  General  Medical  Council  wrote  suggesting  a  slight 
modification  in  Clause  3  of  the  Society's  Assistant  Dis- 
pensers Bill.  The  letter  pointed  out  that  the  word 
"dispenser"  would  be  relevant  to  any  person  who  had 
been  engaged  as  an  assistant  to  a  pharmacist  or  qualified 
medical  practitioner.  This  was  referred  to  the  sub-com- 
mittee. 

A  communication  was  also  received  from  the  Durham 
County  Association  of  Pharmacists  deprecating  the  institu- 
tion of  a  separate  examination  for  dispensers.  The 
President  said  that  on  this  matter  the  members  of  the 
Durham  Association  might  rest  assured  that  the  Council 
is  quite  alive  to  safeguarding  their  interests  in  every  way. 

A  letter  was  also  received  from  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association  with  ref  erence  to  the  Industrial  and  Provident 
Societies  Act  Amendment  Bill.  It  described  the  measure 
as  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Co-operative  Societies  to 
get  fresh  powers.  It  was  decided  to  refer  the  letter  and 
the  Bill  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee  and  also  to  the 
National  Chamber  cff  Traders. 

The  Public  Pharmacists'  Association  wrote  with 
reference  to  the  Apothecaries'  Society's  Bill.  The  Secre- 
tary pointed  out  that  this  measure  is  not  yet  before  the 
House.    The  letter  was  referred  to  the  sub-committee. 

This  concluded  the  public  business. 
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POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Eight  deaths  from  poisons  have  been  recorded  this  week 
three  being  by  misadventure. 

Ammonia. — Ellen  Ratto  (52),  widow,  poisoned  herself  at 
Hull  with  this  fluid. 

Belladonna. — At   Reading  a  bey,   named  John   G.  A 
Williams,  died  from  eating  deadly-nightshade  berries  which 
he  picked  from  a  hedgerow. 

Liniment  taken  in  mistake  for  medicine  caused  the  death 
of  George  Gravett  (65),  labourer,  New  Barn,  near  Seaford 

Opium. — An  open  verdict  was  found  at  the  inquest  on 
Maria  Walsh  (73),  Hulme,  who  died  in  the  Infirmary 
Manchester,  from  opium-poisoning. 

Potassium  Cyanide.— On  July  27  the  body  of  Mr.  L.  M. 
Deane   (54),  retired  analytical  chemist,  Ilkley,  was  found 
with  a  bottle  that  had  contained  cyanide  of  potassium  by 
its  side.    A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind 
was  returned  at  the  inquest. 

Salvarsan. — At  the  inquest  on  John  R.  V.  Gilliat  (42) 
an  American  who  died  at  his  apartments,  Eaton  Square 
London,  W.,  the  medical  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that 
deceased  died  from  delayed  arsenical  poisoning  following 
treatment  with  three  salvarsan  injections  (containing 
6  grains  each)  on  January  6,  July  25,  and  July  29.  A  verdict 
of  death  by  misadventure  was  returned. 

Strychnine. —At  Cavan,  John  Foster,  a  retired  shipping 
agent,  died    from  strychnine-poisonin-j  self-admini6tered. 

Veronal. — A  Coroner's  jury  at  Charlton  Kings  found  that 
the  death  of  Robert  Shortrede  (68),  formerly  of  the  Inch; 
Office,  was  due  to  veronal  self-administered. 

Veronal  or  Trional? 

At  the  Wandsworth  Town  Hall  on  August  6,  Mr.  R.  Hens- 
lowe  Wellington  conducted  an  inquiry  regarding  the  death 
of  Jane  Home  (76),  a  widow,  lately  residing  in  Oxford 
Road,  Putney.  Deceased's  son-in-law,  Mr.  Edward  Vernon, 
transport  superintendent  at  Harrod's  Stores,  said  Mrs.  Home 
had  been  bedridden  for  seven  months.  During  the  past 
two  months  she  had  been  taking  aspirin,  and  her  doctor 
(Dr.  H.  Low)  advised  her  to  take  trional  tablets  of  5  grains 
each.  She  took  two  or  three  tablets  at  a  time  during  a 
period  of  two  or  three  days.  Witness  got  them  at  Harrod's 
Stores  as  a  rule,  but  on  July  24  his  wife  sent  her  maid  to 
Messrs.  C.  R.  Toyne,  Ltd.,  High  Street,  Putney,  with  an 
empty  trional  bottle,  in  order  that  the  chemist  would  know 
what  to  serve  her  with.  The  maid  returned  with  a  bottle, 
but  witness  did  not  read  the  label  until  a  later  period.  On 
July  26  the  old  lady  collapsed,  -  but  Dr.  Low,  who  was  sum- 
moned, assured  witness  that  there  was  no  immediate  danger, 
as  deceased  would  be  liable  to  become  unconscious  at  times' 
No  one  knew  that  the  deceased  had  taken  veronal  in  mis- 
take for  trional  until  Saturday  last,  when  she  became  un- 
conscious. She  took  about  'five  tablets  altogether  from 
the  new  bottle.  Dr.  A.  Wilson  was  called  in  on  Satur- 
day, and  he  suspected  uraemic-poisoning,  saying  that  in  the 
event  of  deceased's  death  he  could  not  give  a  death  certifi- 
cate After  he  had  gone  witness  asked  for  the  new  tablet 
bottle,  and  was  alarmed  to  find  that  it  was  labelled 
Veronal,  and  not  "Trional."  Witness  immediately  ran 
ort  tor  the  doctors,  and  explained  the  matter  to  them  The 
deceased  died  at  3  a.m.  on  Sunday.  The  old  lady  took 
two  of  the  tablets  on  July  24,  two  on  July  29,  and  one 
on  July  31. 

Mrs  Harriett  Vernon,  wife  of  the  previous  witness,  stated 
that  she  had  given  trional  to  the  deceased  for  about  two 
months,  having  used  two  or  three  bottles  of  tablets,  all  of 
which  were  obtained  at  Harrods.  On  July  24  she  sent  her 
maid  to  loyne,  the  chemist,  for  a  bottle  of  trional  tablets 
and,  as  her  husband  had  stated,  gave  her  a  specimen  bottle 
bne  gave  her  mother  two  tablets  on  the  same  night,  being 
under  the  impression  that  it  was  trional.  Replying  to  the 
Coroner,  witness  said  she  took  the  bottle  to  be  the  same 
and  she  did  not  look  at  the  label.  From  the  time  the  bottle 
was  bought  no  other  drugs  were  given  to  deceased.  Mr. 
Kirby  (appearing  for  the  chemist) :  Was  the  trional  Is.  oi- 
ls, id.  i*— YVitness :  I  did  not  purchase  it,  but  I  believe  my 
husband  said  it  was  Is.  2d.  Have  you  looked  at  the  label 
since  ?—Yes ;  I  paid  3s.  Ad.  for  the  bottle.  Would  it  not 
occur  to  you  when  you  were  charged  3s.  Ad.  for  the  bottle 
to  look  at  it? — I  said  that  when  we  sent  again  to  the 
chemist  e  we  would  send  the  bottle  back.  You  made  no 
inquiry,  and  did  not  look  at  the  label,  but  went  on  givin- 
these  tablets  to  your  mother?— I  did,  taking  them  for 
trional.  Repymg  to  a  juror,  witness  said  she  thought  the 
bottles  were  the  same  size. 

kitchener,  the  maid  who  purchased  the  veronal 
stated  that  she  took  a  bottle  with  her,  and  asked  for  a 
similar  bottle.  She  was  served  by  an  assistant  whom  she 
Knew,    bhe  made  another  purchase  as  well,  and  as  she  had 


not  got  sufficient  money  with  her  the  balance  was  paid  when, 
the  second  purchase  was  sent  home.  When  the  assistant 
gave  her  the  bottle  he  made  no  remark  about  it  being 
poison.  The  words  "trional"  or  "veronal"  were  not  men- 
tioned at  all;  the  assistant  just  took  the  bottle,  looked  at 
it,  and  gave  her  another  bottle.  The  bottle  was  wrapped 
in  white  paper,  but  6he  did  not  see  him  wrap  it  up. 

Mr.  Kirby :  Was  the  proprietor  there  ?— I  did  not  see- 
him. 

I  put  it  to  you,  he  was  within  a  yard  or  two  of  where- 
you  were?— I  did  not  see  him. 

She  had  noticed  the  word  "trional"  on  the  bottle  she- 
handed  to  the  assistant. 

iiPl'  ^lexancler  Wilson,  of  Putney  Bridge  Road,  stated 
that  when  he  was  called  his  first  impression  was  that  de- 
ceased was  suffering  from  urajmic-poisoning,  but  the  sym- 
ptoms did  not  substantiate  this.  He  asked  what  they  haa 
been  giving  deceased,  and  was  told  of  another  doctor  having 
prescribed  trional,  and  that  deceased  had  been  given  trional 
occasionally.  He  was  also  told  that  during  the  past  week 
deceased  had  been  fighting  against  sleep.  When  Mr.  Vernon 
came  back  he  produced  the  bottle  of  veronal,  but  previous 
to  that  the  word  had  not  been  mentioned.  He  (Mr.  Ver- 
non) said  there  had  evidently  been  some  mistake  at  the 
chemist's.  He  was  very  much  upset,  but  sent  for  a  nurse 
and  used  the  stomach  pump.  He  also  administered  strych- 
nine. He  went  again  to  the  house  on  Sunday  morning 
after  death  had  taken  place.  Dr.  R.  S.  Trevor,  pathologist, 
who  made  the  post-mortem  examination,  said  that  deceased's 
kidneys  were  in  a  chronic  state  of  advanced  BrightV 
disease.  He  should  have  said  from  his  post-mortem  that 
this  was  the  cause  of  death,  but,  having  heard  the  clinical 
history,  the  administration  of  a  drug  such  as  veronal  to 
a  patient,  whose  kidneys  were  in  such  a  condition  as- 
deceased'  s,  would  have  accelerated  her  end. 

The  Coroner  intimated  that  an  adjournment  would  be 
necessary  whereupon  Mr.  Kirby  submitted  that  an  adjourn- 
ment would  prejudice  the  shop,  as  the  assistant  stated  that 
he  was  asked  for  veronal,  and  that  was  what  he  supplied. 

The  Coroner,  however,  adjourned  the  case  until  August  14.

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

THE  week  under  review  having  been  broken  into  by 
the  holidays,  business  in  drugs  and  chemicals  has 
been  quiet,  with  few  changes  to  record.  Turkish  opium  is 
easier  and  unsettled  owing  to  a  cessation  in  the  American 
demand,  and  the  outlook  is  obscure.  Morphine  has  been 
selling  freely  from  second-hands,  while  the  makers'  ore 
unable  to  give  prompt  delivery.  Milk-sugar  has  been 
further  advanced  by  Continental  makers,  whose  output  is 
well  sold  ahead.  Hydrastis  is  much  dearer,  and  other 
changes  include  an  advance  in  Morocco  coriander.  Anise 
and  canary  seeds  are  slow,  and  fenugreek  firm.  New 
Belgian  chamomiles  will  be  later  than  usual,  and  are 
expected  to  open  dear.  Among  essential  oils  lemon  and 
orange  are  offered  at  cheaper  rates  for  shipment.  Ber- 
gamot  is  quiet,  with  eventually  lower  prices  looked  for. 
Clove  and  almond  oils  remain  firm.  New  otto  should  be 
cheaper  than  last  season,  but  the  market  position  is  com- 
plicated by  the  economic  conditions  ruling  in  Bulgaria. 
The  changes  in  chemicals  include  an  advance  in  copper 
.sulphate  and  gallic  acid.  The  principal  movements  are  as

Almond  Oil  remains  firm  at  from  2.5.  6d.  to  2s.  Id.  per 
ib.  for  sweet  (B.P.),  according  to  quantity. 

Aniseed  is  slow  of  sale,  but  quotations  are  unaltered  at 
25s.  6rf.  per  cwt.  for  Russian  and  32.?.  6d.  for  Spanish. 

Bergamot  Oil  remains  firm,  new  crop  offering  at  from 
23s.  6d.  to  25.s.  9d.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  for  37  to  39  per  cent, 
esrers.  Consumers  are  advised  from  Reggio  to  continue 
to  refrain  from  buying,  as  prices  of  new  crop  are  likely 
to  be  more  favourable  later. 

Palermo,  under  date  of  August  2,  reports  a  firm  market, 
as  speculators  control  the  bulk  of  the  available  stock,  and 
will  make  the  best  of  the  situation  until  the  arrival  cf  new- 
crop  ;  the  demand  from  consumers  is  distinctly  6lack. 

Ruchu. — The  exports  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
during  May  were  4,737  lb.,  valued  at  755/.,  as  compared 
-with  22,822  lb.,  valued  at  4,371?.,  in  1912.  For  the  five 
-months  ending  May,  the  exports  were  95.020  lb.,  valued 
at  20,138/.,  as  compared  with  160,013  lb.,  valued  at 
27.223/.,  in  1912,  or  64,993  lb.  less. 

The  proposed  new  import  duty  of  10c.  per  lb.  in  the 
American  tariff  has  been  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  a  motion 
to  reject  same  being  voted  down  without  a  roll  call. 

Canary-seed. — There  is  no  business  reported,  and  quo- 
tations are  nominal  at  100.*.  per  qr.  for  Turkish  on 
the  spot,  but  there  are  resellers  at  9os.  c.i.f.  terms  for 
parcels  afloat.

During  the  discussion  Senator 
Norris  wanted  to  keep  menthol  on  the  free  list  as  a  non- 
competing  medicinal  product  which  should  be  admitted 
free  of  duty  as  a  medicine  not  produced  in  the  U.S.A.  His 
motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  40  to  28. 

Milk-sugar. — Practically  all  the  makers  are  now 
quoting  60s.  per  cwt.  for  good  white  powder,  and  in 
second-hands  a  limited  quantity  is  obtainable  at  58s.  The 
scarcity  of  raw  material  and  trie  fact  that  makers  are  well 
sold  ahead  favour  the  advance,  added  to  which  the  con- 
templated elimination  of  the  present  duty  of  5c.  per  lb. 
on  imports  into  the  United  States  will,  it  is  believed, 
enable  European  makers  to  compete  on  that  market. 

Morphine. — Makers  continue  to  be  extremely  busy,  and 
are  unable  to  give  prompt  delivery.  Their  quotation  for 
hydrochloride  powder  is  9s.  3(7.  ner  oz.  net,  and  from 


second-hands  a  good  business  has  been  done  at  up  to  9s. , 
with  a  limited  stock  available  from  this  source. 

A  maker's  monthly  circular  states  that  prices  have  further 
declined,  but  are  now  rather  firmer  in  consequence  of  the 
advance  in  opium.  A  fair  business  is  passing,  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  very  much  lower  prices  will  be  seen  before  what 
may  be  regarded  as  normal  figures  are  reached.

— After  the  recent  good  buying  on  American 
account  in  Smyrna  and  Constantinople  markets,  there, 
is  now  a  lull  and  prices  are  inclined  to  ease,  a  limited 
quantity  offering  at  14s.  6(7.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  for  the  usual 
11-per-cent.  quality.  The  market  is,  however,  sensitive., 
and,  although  temporarily  easier,  renewed  buying  on 
American  account  would  again  stiffen  prices.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  the  new  American  tariff,  which  raises  the 
import  duty  on  opium  from  $6  to  $12  per  lb.,  will  come 
into  force  about  September  15,  and  full  advantage  has 
been  taken  by  the  leading  importers  for  some  time  past 
to  obtain  substantial  quantities  under  the  old  rates.  It 
is  this  factor  which,  in  the  face  of  a  crop  of  over  8,000 
cases,  has  helped  to  maintain  the  market,  but  when  these' 
exceptional  conditions  have  passed  away  a  decline  is 
looked  for.  as  substantial  arrivals  of  opium  have  already 
taken  place  on  the  Smyrna  market  since  the  opening  of 
the  new  season.  The  spot  value  of  good  druggists'  quality 
is  from  18s.  to  18-s.  6(7.  As  regards  Persian,  the  market 
is  very  strong,  the  moderate  spot  stock  being  held  off 
the  market  owing  to  the  continued  bad  reports  received 
from  Ispahan.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  price  of  un- 
certified Indian  opium  (which  enters  into  competition 
with  Persian)  has  been  advanced  from  10/.  to  15/.  per 
chest  in  Calcutta. 

A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  July  25,  again  report- 
ing a  very  excited  market,  with  sales  amounting  to  about 
280  cases,  mostly  for  the  U.S.A.,  at  from  14s.  to  17s.  per 
lb.  as  to  quality,  crop,  and  buying  conditions.  It  now  seems 
certain  that  there  will  be  no  decline  this  season  to  what 
was  anticipated  a  few  weeks  ago,  and  it  is  only  a  protracted 
absence  of  demand  of  a  month  or  six  weeks  which  may  force 
weak  holders  to  make  concessions,  but  even  then  we  do 
not  expect  13s.  or  even  13s.  6(7.  as  a  basis  for  11-per-cent. 
1913  crop.  Should,  however,  this  active  demand  continue 
much  longer  we  may  soon  see  another  shilling  per  lb.  added 
to  our  already  inflated  figures.

more  in  value  than  in  1911.  The  decrease  in  value  is 
due  to  the  new  regulations  and  better  supervision  of  the 
product  before  it  is  allowed  to  be  shipped ;  the  increased 
value  is  due  to  the  same  cause.  The  world's  markets

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Carnauba  Wax. — In  spite  of  the  liberal  stocks  in  Europe, 
it  has  been  possible  to  keep  prices  at  a  high  level,  with 
slight  fluctuations,  which  must  be  largely  attributed  to  the 
persistent  firmness  in  Brazil.  As  to  whether  this  firmness 
can  be  relied  upon,  it  is  difficult  to  say,  because  the  coming 
crop  will  hardly  attract  sufficient  fresh  buying,  so  long  as 
the  European  stocks  are  not  materially  reduced. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — The  demand  continues  brisk,  and  pur- 
chases from  America  can  only  be  made  at  extreme  rates, 
partly  because  of  the  higher  freight  rates  and  the  influence 
exerted  by  reports  about  the  new  crop.  Should,  on  account 
of  this,  a  notable  advance  in  prices  follow,  it  would  yet  be 
advisable  to  proceed  with  caution,  according  to  previous 
experience. 

Citric  Acid. — The  Hamburg  market  is  unchanged,  but 
firm,  with  nothing  obtainable  under  m.400  per  100  kilos., 
which  price  applies  to  limited  quantities. 

Elder-flowers. — The  favourable  crop  advices  have 
already  here  and  there  attracted  rather  cheaper  offers, 
but  only  for  distant  deliveryj  while  quality  has  to  be  con- 
sidered. Russian  parcels  can  now  be  secured  below  m.125 
per  100  kilos.,  but  the  active  demand  has  yet  to  come. 

Kola  is  unaltered,  but  firm,  although  the  demand  has 
slackened  somewhat.  Quarters  are  offered  at  m.77.50  and 
halves  at  m.80  per  100  kilos. 

Milk-sugar. — Quotations,  which  have  remained  unchanged 
for  some  considerable  time  past,  are  now  higher.  The  Ger- 
man combination  dominates  the  domestic  market,  and  has 
only  to  contend  with  foreign  makers  for  future  delivery. 
Meanwhile  it  is  reported  that  their  production  is  already 
booked. 

Radium. — Quotations  now  show  an  advance  against  this 
time  last  year  of  12  per  cent.  Owing  to  the  strong  demand 
now  experienced,  there  is  practically  nothing  left  on  the 
market.  Mesothorium  is  rather  cheaper  than  radium, 
although  1  mg.  of  mesothorium  costs  more  than  a  like 
quantity  of  radium.  The  use  of  the  former  as  a  substitute 
for  the  latter  for  clinical  purposes  is,  however,  hardly 
considered  advisable  at  present. 

Tonka-beans. — In  the  early  part  of  July  fairly  heavy 
arrivals  were  expected,  out  of  which  probably  a  good  deal 
should  be  absorbed  by  delivery  contracts.  Importers  mean- 
while are  still  sellers  at  m.15  to  m.16  per  kilo.  It  remains 
to  be  seen  whether  the  concessions  of  m.l  to  m.2  for  August- 
September  delivery  will  have  so  much  effect  on  the  market 
as  to  depress  values  on  the  spot  (Hamburg). 

Japanese  Peppermint  Crop. 

Messrs.  M.  Samuel  &  Co.  write:  "We  are  just  in  receipt 
of  cable  advice  from  our  Japanese  friends,  which  reads  as 
follows:  'New  crop  menthol  crystals  and  peppermint  oil, 
total  yield  expected  to  be  about  600,000  kin  maximum  for 
the  whole  of  Japan.'  This  should  effectually  dispose  of 
previous  statements  which  have  been  circulated  to  the  effect 
that  the  crop  would  yield  1,200,000  kin." 

Sicilian  Citrate  of  Lime. 

The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Messina  has  furnished  the 
following  particulars  of  exports  of  citrate  of  lime  (in  kilos.)

Russian  Hydrastis=root. 

Owing  to  the  exceptionally  high  prices  and  scarcity  of 
hvdrastis-root,  which  in  Moscow  in  1898  was  2  roubles,  in 
1902  4r.,  in  1905  5r.,  in  1907  llr.,  in  1912  16r.,  and 
in  1913  29r.  per  kilo.,  Mr.  Ferrein,  the  well-known  phar- 
macist, has,  on  his  farm  near  that  city,  been  experimenting 
in  the  cultivation  of  the  plant,  the  cuttings  of  which  he 
obtained  from  the  United"  States.  The  climate  of  Middle 
Russia  is  very  similar  to  that  of  North  America.  The 
cuttings  wore'planted  out  in  beds  in  the  shade  of  apple- 
trees.  Mr.  Ferrein  commenced  his  experiments  in  August 
1909,  and  in  1911  a  root  equal  in  appearance  to  that  imported 
from  America  was  obtained.    Altogether  he  has  21,000  plants 
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on  the  farm,  and  as  the  result  of  tests  it  has  been  found  that 
£he  root  averaged  2.99  per  cent,  of  hydrastine,  as  compared 
with  an  average  of  2.5  per  cent,  of  alkaloid  yielded  by  the 
wild  American  root. 

The  Bark-Quinine  Agreement. 

We  understand  that  the  management  of  the  Cinchona 
Association  has  received  information  from  the  Dutch  Govern- 
ment that  the  Governor-General  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies 
is  about  to  give  permission  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Government  quinine-factory,  as  soon  as  it  has  been  shown 
to  him  that  the  Government  are  entitled  to  apply  the  Van 
Leersum  process  of  obtaining  the  alkaloid  from  the  fresh 
bark.  The  application  for  patenting  that  process  was  made 
some  time  ago,  and  it  is  possible  that  it  this  application 
should  be  rejected  on  the  ground  of  "  anticipation,"  the 
Government  may  be  unable  to  obtain  unrestricted  permis- 
sion for  applying  the  Van  Leersum  method.  It  is  not 
thought  that  there  is  any  reasonable  prospect  of  such  a 
difficulty  arising,  and,  failing  such  unforeseen  troubles,  the 
last  ■difficulty  in  the  way  of  the  arrangement  between  the 
Government  and  the  quinine-makers  is  removed.  At  the 
meeting  of  bark-importers,  quinine-makers,  etc.,  held  in 
Amsterdam  on  July  16,  when  the  contract  was  signed,  Mr. 
H.  A.  Van  Overzee,  with  the  consent  of,  the  manufacturers, 
was  appointed  secretary  pro  tern,  of  the  new  Bureau  which 
lias  been  established  in  Amsterdam. 

English  Herb  Crops. 

Supplementing  their  previous  report,  Mr.  Kenneth  C 
Allen,  of  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  who  has  made 
a  thorough  inspection  of  the  company's  farms  at  Long  Mel- 
ford,  sends  us  the  following  notes : 

Peppermint. — I  do  not  wish  to  unduly  boast,  but  I  should 
think  we  have  some  of  the  finest  plants  to  be  seen  in  the 
breadth  and  width  of  England.  Ot  course,  our  acreage  is 
not  as  large  as  some  of  the  Miteham  growers,  but,  from 
what  we  have  seen,  the  weight  per  acre  will  be  a  good  deal 
•better  than  anything  grown  in  the  Miteham  district.  The 
plant  is  beautifully  healthy. 

Lavender. — This  also  looks  exceedingly  healthy.  We  still 
grow  this  on  a  fairly  extensive  scale,  probably  distilling 
more  than  all  the  Miteham  growers  put  together.  We  know 
the  soil  that  lavender  likes,  and  act  accordingly. 

CHAMOMILES. — This  is  also  going  to  be  a  fairly  good  crop ; 
the  field  already  is  a  stretch  of  wnite  with  the  bloom,  and  if 
we  have  a  little  rain  soon  it  will  certainly  be  a  very  fine 
crop. 

Rosemary. — We  do  not  extend,  as  the  demand  for  the 
English  oil  is  so  very  small. 

Savin. — This  also  is  an  unimportant  plant. 

With  the  medicinal  herbs  we  are  not  so  fortunate  : 

Belladonna  has  been  the  poorest  crop  we  have  known  for 
.years,  and  we  are  afraid  we  shall  be  very  short. 

Henbane. — Our  crop  was  good  and  of  excellent  quality; 
our  land  at  Melford  seems  to  suit  this  very  well. 

Foxglove  is  also  growing  very  well,  and  we  shall  have 
an  average  crop. 

Aconite  is  very  poor,  and  the  price  obtainable  for  the 
loot  does  not  pay  for  the  cost  of  cultivation. 

Dill. — This  will  be  a  very  disappointing  crop  owing  to 
the  wet  spring  and  long  drought  that  followed,  especially 
as  the  seed  did  not  ripen  any  too  well  in  the  previous 
season  owing  to  the  wet. 

Lime  Cultivation  in  St.  Lucia. 

The  "Agricultural  News"  contains  an  interesting  note 
on  the  cultivation  of  the  lime  in  St.  Lucia,  in  the  course 
of  which  it  is  pointed  out  that  lime-planting  on  a  com- 
mercial scale  began  in  St.  Lucia  during  1901.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  1913  it  was  estimated  that  the  area  devoted  to  the 
industry  was  approximately  2,000  acres.  At  present  there 
are  indications  that  the  area  will  rapidly  increase  now  that 
it  has  been  shown  that  conditions  of  soil  and  climate  are 
suitable  for  the  successful  development  of  production.  Lime 
estates  exist  on  a  fairly  large  teale  in  St.  Lucia,  and  con- 
sequently the  island  promises  to  become  in  the  near  future 
an  important  centre  of  the  lime  industry.  The  distribu- 
tion, at  nominal  charges,  of  large  quantities  of  lime-plants 
from  the  nurseries  of  the  Agricultural  Department  has 
contributed  very  considerably  to  the  substantial  progress 
that  has  been  made.  As  many  as  326,067  plants  have  been 
sent  out  during  the  period  1901-12  inclusive.  This  number 
is  sufficient  to  plant  1,630  acres,  on  the  basis  of  200  to 
the  acre.  _  Lime-products  are  now  beginning  to  figure  to 
an  appreciable  extent  in  the  exports  of  the  Colony,  the 
value  of  these  for  the  period  April  1912  to  January  1913 
inclusive  being  estimated  at  1,216/.  lis.  3<L  Steam  concen- 
trating plants  have  recently  .been  installed  on  several  estates, 
■and  are  giving  very  satisfactory  results.

Repeating  Prescriptions. 

Sir, — Before  entering  into  a  discussion  of  the  merits  of 
Lord  Lamington's  Bill  to  restrict  the  repetition  of  pre- 
scriptions, the  question  arises  :  How  are  its  provisions  to 
be  reconciled  with  the  rules  laid  clown  in  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act  ?  Lord  Lamington's  Bill  makes  it  an 
offence  to  repeat  a  prescription  containing  a  scheduled 
poison,  unless  its  repetition  is  duly  authorised  by  the  pre- 
scriber.  Leaving  out  of  consideration  the  sale-  of  poisons 
enumerated  in  Part  I.  of  the  schedule,  the  Act  of  1908 
requires  in  the  case  of  a  sale  of  a  poison  contained  in 
Part  II.  that  the  article  must  be  labelled  with  its  name, 
the  word  "  Poison,"  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller, 
but  there  is  no  mention  made  about  forbidding  a  second 
sale  of  the  same  article  to  the  same  purchaser.  We  should 
thus,  were  Lord  Lamington's  Bill  to  be  passed  in  its 
present  form,  succeed  in  creating  the  following  anomalous 
and  ridiculous  position  :  A  customer  has  a  prescription  for 
a  bottle  of  sulphonal  tablets ;  it  has  been  made  up  once, 
and  is  presented  to  be  repeated.  The  pharmacist  refuses 
to  supply  another  bottle,  as  this  is  forbidden  under  Lord 
Lamington's  Bill.  The  customer  walks  out,  comes  in 
again,  and  without  presenting  any  prescription  asks  for 
a  bottle  of  sulphonal  tablets.  The  pharmacist  hands  them 
over  without  further  formality  than  is  required  in  selling 
any  Part  II.  poison.  Lord  Lamington's  Bill  is  only 
workable  in  its  present  form  if  the  regulations  dealing 
with  the  sale  of  scheduled  poisons  are  repealed,  and  the 
sale  of  the  same  for  medicinal  purposes  is  only  permitted 
on  production  of  a  qualified  practitioner's  prescription. 
As  matters  stand  at  present,  his  Bill  clashes  with  existing 
legislation,  and  would  create  an  untenable  state  of  affairs.

Phellandrene  in  Eucalyptus  Oil. 

Sir, — We  regret  to  find  that  Messrs.  Salamon  '  and 
Heaber  in  their  letter  published  in  your  issue  of  July  26 
still  avoid  the  point  which  is  really  at  issue — viz.,  that 
the  detection  of  phellandrene  in  eucalyptus  oil  which 
accords  with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  physical  tests,  and 
in  respect  to  eucalyptol-content,  is  proof  that  it  contains 
amygdalina  oil.  They  and  Mr.  Parry  had  that  surmise  in 
their  thoughts  before  we  demonstrated  that  this  is  impos- 
sible in  practice  for  two  reasons  :  first,  that  amygdalina  oil 
is  tooexpensive  for  the  purpose,  and  too  much  in  demand 
for  mining  purposes  to  waste  by  mixing  with  oils  valued 
medicinally  for  eucalyptol-content;  and  second,  because  if 
amygdalina  oil  were  added  to  globulus  oil  the  mixture 
could  not  be  made  to  conform  to  B.P.  requirements.  We 
have  given  these  analysts  a  straight  statement  as  to  the 
source  of  the  phellandrene  in  the  oils  which  they  said 
contained  amygdalina  oil,  by  telling  them  that  the  con- 
signments were  Gippsland  oils  which  accord  with  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  requirements,  and  invariably  give 
the  phellandrene  test  in  detectable  amount,  but  not 
greater  than  the  Pharmacopoeia  requires.  If  further 
evidence  of  this  be  necessary  we  have  it  in  a  communica- 
tion from  our  Melbourne  house,  received  by  a  recent  mail, 
which  we  submit  : 
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lic2>ort  on  Eucalyptus  Oils  Distilled  in  Gippsland. 
We  have    sent  you    three  samples   of  oil  distilled  in 
different  parte  of  Gippsland  : 

(1)  Distilled  at  Nar  Nar  Goon:  S.g.,  0.904;  o.r.,  -15°; 
eucalyptol,  35  per  cent. ;  solubility,  1  to  2£ ;  phcllandrene, 
small  quantity. 

(2)  Distilled  at  Heaksville:  S.3.,  0.910;  o.r.,  -10°; 
eucalyptol,  50  per  cent.  ;  solubility,  1  to  2;  phellandrene, 
small  quantity. 

(3)  Distilled  at  Beaconsfield  :  S.g..  0.916;  o.r.,  -3°; 
eucalyptol,  60  per  cent. ;  solubility,  1  to  I5 ;  phellandrene, 
trace. 

We  believe  all  these  Gippsland  oils  are  distilled  from 
the  same  species  of  eucalyptus,  but  there  is  a  remarkable 
variation  in  physical  constants,  depending  on  the  soil  and 
geographical  position.  The  gradation  m  these  physical 
characters  is  wonderful : 

Specific  gravity  ranges  from  0.900  to  0.916. 
Optical  rotation.  -20°  to  -3°. 
Eucalyptol,  30  to  60  per  cent. 

Solubility  (70-per-cent.  alcohol).  1  in  3  vols,  to  1  in 
1±  vol. 

Phellandrene,  small  quantity  to  a  trace. 

The  important  point  to  notice  is  that  they  all  contain 
phellandrene.  We  presume  Mr.  Parry  would  argue  that 
none  of  these  oils  could  be  sold  as  B.P.  oils  on  that  account; 
but  this  seems  ridiculous,  as  many  of  them  pass  all  the 
B.P.  tests.  Assuming  that  Mr.  Parry  would  accept  as  B.P. 
oils  all  those  samples  that  have  s.g.  0.910  and  over,  does  he 
mean  to  exclude  us  from  blending  the  best  of  them  with 
some  of  those  having  s.g.  below  0.910,  so  as  to  produce  a 
B.P.  oil? 

If  he  takes  up  this  attitude,  we  reply  that  if  we  give  him 
an  oil  with  s.g.  0.911  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to 
say  that  was  a  blended  oil,  as  wo  can  show  him  pure 
unblended  oil  having  s.g.  0.911,  etc.,  and  he  could  not 
possibly  tell  one  from  the  other. 

We  are  prepared  to  take  any  unbiassed  person  to  the 
stills  where  these  oils  are  distilled,  so  that  our  point  can  be 
absolutely  proved — namely,  that  pure  unblended  eucalyptus 
oils  are  distilled  which  contain  phellandrene  and  at  the 
same  time  pass  all  B.P.  tests  for  eucalyptus  oils. 

At  different  times  during  the  last  few  years  we  have 
bought  oils  from  Gippsland  having  the  following  constants, 
which  show  the  remarkable  gradation  in  these  oils:

The  statement  which  we  now  quote  is 
of  scientific  value,  especially  if  it  reminds  all  authorities 
that  the  B.P.  does  not  exclude  the  oils  which  we  refer  to. 
We  feel  sure,  and  we  say  it  with  all  courtesy  and  regard 
for  the  abilities  of  the  analysts  named,  that  after  this 
explicit  and  full  statement  they  will  admit  that  they  may 
have  been,  indeed  were,  mistaken  in  concluding  that  the 
oils  contained  amygdalina  oil.

Hospital,  Nottingham.    It  is  :

This  shows  the  value  of  the  book. 

Scholarships. 

Mr.  John  Eastland  (Margate)  writes  in  regard  to  hi6  son, 
Mr.  Cyril  Eastland,  who  sat  for  the  Jacob  Bell  Scholarship 
in  June,  and  a  week  later,  before  the  result  was  known, 
also  sat  for  the  Fairchild  Scholarship.  He  stood  highest 
among  the  competitors  for  the  former,  and  .in  the  Fair- 
child  repeated  the  performance  oi  coming  out.  on  top, 
earning  nine-tenths  of  the  possible  marks — viz.,  448  out  of 
500,  fifty  odd  above  any  competitor.  He  was  duly  notified 
of  this,  but  as  he  had  accepted  the  Bell  Scholarship,  the 
Fairchild  could  not  be  awarded  to  him,  nor  a  prize  or  scrip 
of  any  character.  The  point  which  Mr.  Eastland  wants  to 
emphasise  is:  "Why  are  these  examinations  60  arranged 
that  the  result  of  one  is  not  known  till  the  time  has  passed 
to  sit  for  the  other  ?  The  expense,  nerve-tension,  and  other 
drawbacks  could  be  avoided.  Disappointments  of  this  kind 
are  keenly  felt  by  the  younger  branches,  to  whom  there  is 
very  little  encouragement  to  pass  their  time  grinding  phar- 
maceutically  while  others  play.  I  do  not  for  a  moment 
grudge  the  recipient  the  scholarship,  as  it  is  apparent  they 
cannot  both  be  held,  and  moreover  he  also  must  have  worked1 
hard  and  is  worthy;  but  I  do  grudge  the  unnecessary  time, 
worry,  and  disappointment,  resulting  after  all  innothing,  and 
which  could  be  avoided  if  dates  were  so  arranged  that  can- 
didates would  know  whether  or  not  they  were  qualified  to 
enter  and  if  successful  take  up  the  award." 

[It  would  be  a  difficult  matter  for  examination  authorities 
to  adapt  their  methods  to  the  circumstances  of  exceptional 
candidates.  In  the  case  of  the  Fairchild  examination,  all 
who  enter  it  are  informed  beforehand  that  in  the  event  of 
their  qualifying  between  that  examination  and  intimation 
of  the  results  they  cannot  obtain  either  the  scholarship  or 
a  prize,  and  a  similar  condition  applies  to  acceptance  of 
any  other  scholarship.  Mr.  Eastland's  suggestion  as  to  a 
"  scrip  "  seems  worthy  of  consideration  by  the  donors  of 
the  scholarship  and  prizes. — Editor,  C.  cfc  D.~\

Hamamelin  in  Suppositories. 

Sir, — I  fail  to  turn  out  a  respectable  suppository  of  the 
following : 

Hamamelin  gr.  ij. 

Ac.  carbol.  liq  mj- 

Cocain.  hydrochlor.    gr.  3 

Ol.  theobrom.    q.s. 

Ft.  suppos.     Mitte  xij. 
How  should  these  be  dispensed?

[Rub  the.  hamamelin  with  a  little  water  into  a  smooth 
thin  paste;  melt  11  grains  of  theobroma  oil  and  2  grains 
of  white  beeswax  and  dissolve  the  carbolic  acid  in  the 
mixture ;  incorporate  this  mixture  with  the  hamamelin  as 
though  an  ointment  were  being  made,  introducing  the 
cocaine  hydrochloride  towards  the  end.  Transfer  the  whole 
to  the  melting  basin,  and  apply  the  least  amount  of  heat 
that  is  sufficient  to  make  the  mixture  pourable,  and  pour 
as  thick  as  possible,  keeping  the  mixture  stirred  while 
pouring.  In  this  way  an  excellent  suppository  is  produced. 
Sotes. — To  get  the  best  results  the  hamamelin  must  be 
rubbed  down  with  a  little  water.  The  suppository  con- 
tains almost  the  same  quantity   of  carbolic  acid  a6  the 
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B.P.  carbolic-acid  suppository;  hence  the  necessity  for  the 
same  quantity  of  beeswax  as  the  official  formula  contains. 
It  is  well  to  dissolve  the  cocaine  hydrochloride  in  about  its 
own  weight  of  water  before  introducing  into  the  mass.] 
A  Sassafras  and  Bromide  Mixture.

Uncertain  (148/8)  would  be  glad  to  hear  how  this  ought 
to  be  dispensed,  having  himself  tried  it  with  both  tragacanth 
and  acacia  mucilage,  also  with  the  addition  of  burnt  sugar, 
adding  the  oil  last.  The  latter  method  made  the  best  mix- 
ture, but  appeared  slightly  flocculent  on  standing. 

[Place  about  3  drachms  of  mucilage  of  acacia  in  a  mortar, 
add  to  it  the  sassafras  oil,  triturate  together,  and  add 
gradually  1  oz.  of  mucilage  of  tragacanth ;  rub  down 
the  acetanilide  with  £  oz.  of  mucilage  of  tragacanth 
and  add  to  the  sassafras  emulsion ;  then  introduce  gradually 
sufficient  water,  in  which  the  potassium  bromide  has  been 
dissolved,  to  make  up  to  6  fl.  oz.

[In  the  "  Art  of  Dispensing "  (p.  74)  the  following  state- 
ment occurs:  "Zinc  chloride  of  commerce  contains  some 
basic  salt,  so  that  when  treated  with  water  it  does  not 
completely  dissolve,  and  no  attempt  should  be  made  to 
clear  the  '  solution  '  by  the  addition  of  acid."  This,  we  think, 
represents  the  correct  procedure  in  dispensing  a  prescrip- 
tion such  as  the  above.  The  B.P.  describes  zinc  chloride  as 
almost  entirely  soluble  in  water.  Aqueous  solution  of 
official  zinc  chloride,  although  cloudy,  is  acid  in  reaction. 
The  addition  of  more  acid— that  is,  sufficient  to  clear  the 
solution — for  some  purposes  would  not  matter,  for  others 
it  would  be  quite  inadmissible.]

[The  "colour"  referred  to  is  caused  by  an  exceedingly 
fine  precipitate  of  bismuth  oxybrotnide  in  the  initial  stagj 
of  its  formation  in  the  mixture.  The  way  in  which  the 
suspended  particles  modify  the  incident  light  gives  the  liquid 
a  fluorescent  appearance.  Held  up  to  the  light  it  is  a  pale 
brown ;  held  away  from  the  light  it  is  steely-blue ;  looking 
down  on  it  the  surface  is  green,  shading  into  steely-blue 
deeper  down.  This  in  a  green-glass  dispensing-bottle.  In  a 
white-glass  bottle  the  green  tint  is  not  obtained.  The  play 
of  colours  resembles  that  of  the  colours  associated  with  an 
opal,  and  the  mixture  at  this  stage  may  be  regarded  as 
presenting  a  typical  illustration  of  true  opalescence.  As  time 
goes  on  the  precipitate  will  become  denser,  and  will  ulti- 
mately subside  to  the  bottom  of  the  liquid.  The  specific 
gravity  of  the  mixture  is  increased  by  the  considerable 
quantity  of  glycerin  which  it  contains,  hence  the  fineness 
of  the  precipitate  and  the  slowness  of  its  descent.]

6.s.,  dispensing-- 
fee  4c?.— total,  9s. 

Prescription  Checkers.—  Insurance  -  (158/29).— A  few  In- 
surance Committees  have  appointed  persons  to  check  pre- 


scriptions, but  no  appointments  of  this  nature  are  made  by 
Insurance  Commissioners. 

Mixture. — L.  P.  S.  (156/43). — Price  prescription  a6  fol- 
lows: Emuls.  petrolei  3ij.,  3c?.;  mist,  creosoti  3ij.,  Id. ;

Reduced  Iron  Tablets. — Torquay  (163/15). — "  Ferri 
redact,  gr.  v."  in  tablet"  form  carries  a  dispensing-fee  of  lid. 
for  100  tablets  made  extemporaneously.  This,  2^"s  3c?.  for 
the  reduced  iron,  makes  the  total  charge  Is.  2d. 

Lin.  Pot.  Iod.  c.  Sapone. — Difficulty  (164/43). — Charge 
Is.  8d.  for  "Lin.  pot.  iod.  c.  sapone  3vj.,"  this  being 
Is.  6c?.  for  the  liniment  and  2c?.  dispensing-fee.  The  official 
designation  takes  the  preparation  outside  the  tariff  oint- 
ments which  do  not  carry  a  dispensing-fee. 

Doctors'  Dispensers. — A.  H.  (150/51). — There  is  no  pro- 
vision for  registering  persons  who  for  three  years  prior  to 
the  passing  of  the  Natio.ial  Insurance  Act  W2re  dispensers 
to  doctors  or  institutions.  Those  who  employ  such  persons 
to  do  Insurance  dispensing  must  assure  themselves  of  their 
bona  fides. 

Dispensing-sign. — W.  P.  (173/34).— One  of  the  conditions 
in  the  agreement  to  dispense  Insurance  prescriptions  is  that 
intimation  of  the  fact  must  be  given  in  the  business  pre- 
mises of  the  contractor.  Such  a  sign  as  "National  Insur- 
ance Dispensary"  is  in  the  spirit  of  the  contract,  and  we 
know  of  nothing  to  prohibit  it. 

Martin's  Rubber  Bandage. — L.  31.  (164/30). — You  can 
supply  this  appliance  as  it  conies  within  the  purview  of 
rubber  bandages  in  the  schedule  of  appliances  attached  to 
the  Insurance  Commissioners'  regulations.  You  cannot 
secure  payment  for  "  any  other  appliances  outside  the 
tariff,"  only  those  on  the  schedule. 


Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  pp.  zn-242  and  pp.  457-459,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 


Durham  (162/2). — Chemists'  Assistants'  Holidays. — You 
are  labouring  under  the  belief  that  assistants  are  entitled 
to  an  annual  holiday  of  two  weeks  with  full  pay.  There 
is  no  law  to  this  effect,  except  the  provision  in  the  Shops 
Act  as  regards  assistants  in  holiday  resorts,  who  are  de- 
prived of  their  weekly  half-holidays,  for  a  period  (see 
Section  11).  If  your  agreement  with  your  employers  pro- 
vides for  a  fortnight's  holiday  on  full  pay,  you  are  entitled 
to  get  it  within  twelve  months  after  the  last  holiday;  but 
we  do  not  know  of  any  case  in  which  an  assistant  deprived 
of  his  holiday  has  recovered  double  pay,  which,  we  under- 
stand, is  what  you  want.  The  object  of  holidays  is  to 
maintain  efficiency  of  service,  and  the  employer  suffers  in 
that  respect  if  he  does  not  give  his  employes  this  necessary 
relief. 

Sigma  (162/5). — About  five  years  ago  A  purchased  for 
350?.  a  leasehold  house  held  for  a  term  of  999  years,  and 
expended  100?.  in  decorations  and  structural  improvements 
of"the  property.  A  has  now  received  the  provisional  valua- 
tion under  the  Finance  (1909-10)  Act,  1910,  wherein  the 
proposed  assessments  of  the  property,  taken  as  freehold  on 
April  30,  1909,  are  as  follows:  Original  total  value,  462?.; 
deductions  to  arrive  at  full  site  value,  414?.  ;  original  site 
value,  48?.  A  asks  whether  he  should  accept  the  provisional 
valuation  or  object  to  it.  [If  the.  ground  rent  payable  under 
the  lease  is  small,  and'  the  whole  or  greater  part  of  the 
100?.  was  not  expended  in  permanent  improvements  before 
April  30,  1909,  we  think  that  the  provisional  valuation  may 
be  approximately  correct,  and  doubt  whether  A  can  suc- 
cessfully object  to  it.] 

Adrenalin  (131/38). — Shops  Act. — If  a  chemist's  manager 
has  implicit  instructions  from  his  employer  to  take  his 
half-holiday,  and  the  manager  does  hot  take  it,  his  employer 
is  technically  liable  for  a  breach  of  the  Act  (see  C.  <k  D., 
December  28,  1912,  index  folio  943) ;  but  in  such  a  case  at 
Burnley  the  summons  against  the  employers  was  dismissed 
and  the  manager  was  fined  (see  C.  <k  D..  January  28.  1913. 
p  108).  In  the  case  cf  dispensing  during  closing  hours  on 
the  half-holiday  by  an  assistant  or  manager  who  should  be 
taking  his  half-holiday,  the  employer  is  liable  under  the 
Act  (see  C.  &  D.,  June  7.  index  folio  855).  In  the  case  of  a 
town  which  is  not  a  holiday  resort  an  employer  is  not 
compelled  by  law  to  give  a  manager  an  annual  holiday. 
The  terms  of  the  Act  as  regards  annual  holidavs  will  be 
found  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  Diary,  p.  224.

Persian  So-called  Insoluble  Gum  Acacia  and  Tragacanth. 
— In  hie  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  .Bushire  for  1911-12, 
the  British,  Consul  states  that  another  year  of  heavy  export 
of  these  two  important  items  of  Persian  trade  is  to  be 
recorded,  1,367  tons  of  the  former  and  787  tons  of  the  latter 
being  shipped  via  Bushire.  Tragacanth  is  not  obtained 
locally,  but  it  is  forwarded  from  Shiraz,  where  several  firms 
are  active  in  buying  and  sorting  it  into  its  various  classes. 
It  would  appear  that  the  London  market  cannot  take  at 
present  more  than  25,000  packages  or  1,500  tons  annually 
of  the  Persian  product.  In  addition,  400  to  500  tons  (both 
tragacanth  and  insoluble  gum)  is  shipped  via  Basra  and 
some  400  to  500  tons  of  the  two  kinds  via  Mohammerah ; 
the  export  via  Shiraz  is  more  extensive  than  either  of  these. 
The  quantity  of  insoluble  gum  exported  is,  however,  chiefly 
produced  in  the  mountains  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 
of  Bushire,  and  the  market  for  this  article  is  as  much  in 
Bushire  as  at  Shiraz.  The  chief  centres  drawn  upon  for 
this  supply  (from  east  to  north  of  Bushire)  are  said  to  put 
on  the  market  about  1,600  tons  annually.
